TOKYO (UlM) — Prime Minister Ma¬ 
sayoshi Ohira of Japan, a staunch ally of 
the United States who renewed relations 
with China but was deserted by his own 
party in the last crucial vote of his career, 
died of a heart attack Wednesday. He 
was 70. 

The stocky, grey-haired Ohira, known 
by many Japanese as “the bull" for his 
tenacity as a negotiator, died Wednesday 
in a Tokyo hospital where he was ad¬ 
mitted May 31. 

Ohira initially was admitted to the hos¬ 


pital for “exhaustion" and it was several 
days until the nation learned of his heart 
ailment, angina pectoris. 

Ohira was the first Japanese head of 
government to die in office since the Sec¬ 
ond World War and also the only post-war 
Japanese leader to lose a vote of confi¬ 
dence in the lower house of the Japanese 
parliament, known as the Diet. 

The humiliating defeat on a non-confi¬ 
dence vote, caused by the whoiesale 
desertion of Ohira by his foes within the 
ruiing Liberal Democratic Party, forced 
him to call a special election for June 22. 

“The doctors will put it in medical 


terms, but Ohira died from a broken heart 
after his non-confidence defeat” in par¬ 
liament May IS, a political analyst .said. 

The government announced that 
Ohira's cabinet secretary and spokes¬ 
man, Masayoshi Ito, will act as tem¬ 
porary prime minister of Japan accord¬ 
ing to law until the ruling Liberal 
Democratic Party elects a new chair¬ 
man. 

“Mr. Ohira's condition worsened sud¬ 
denly at around S:2S a.m. Despite the 
doctor’s efforts, Mr. Ohira left this world 
at 3:54 a.m," Ito said. 

Ohira's wife and members of his fam¬ 


ily were at the bedside when he died, said 
Ito, a long-time friend of the prime minis¬ 
ter. 

In Washington, President Carter said, 
“Prime Minister Ohira's death was a loss 
for us as well as Japan." 

Asked by reporters at a congressional 
reception on the White House South Lawn 
if he would attend the funeral. Carter 
replied: “1 don’t think so." 

Carter said Ohira “was a fine states¬ 
man and a good leader for his own country 
and an inspiration for us all.

Charges hint 
over Olympics 

QUEBEC (UPC) — The Quebec government may lay 
criminal charges as a result of findings of the Malouf 
commission into the $I billion Olympic games deficit, 
Premier Rene Levesque said Wednesday. 

“The justice and revenue ministries are working on it 
now, they are studying the evidence," Levesque said 
during question period at the National Assembly. The 
34-month long inquiry into the Olympic deficit headed by 
Quebec Superior Court Justice Albert Malouf stated there 
was a possibility of collusion and bribes during the 
building of the 1976 Montreal Olympic complex. 

The Malouf report, released last week, laid most of 
the responsibility for the $1.3 billion cost of the games on 
Montreal Mayor Jean Drapeau but noted that “certain 
persons holding public office and involved in the Olympic 
dossier have demonstrated a degree of misconduct in the 
accomplishment of their mandate.” 

Levesque noted also the report’s finding that evidence 
concerning the possibility of collusion, influence peddling 
and f raudulant or irregular practices would be difficult to 
obtain “because there were few witnesses because of 
death or disappearance, or because of fear ol reprisals, 
personal interest or an absence of social conscience."

The B.C. Government Employees’ Union has 
officially requested a meeting with Premier Ben¬ 
nett next week, a development that could decide 
whether the province is in for something even 
bigger than the current 


round of pension protest 
rallies and half-day 
work stoppages. 

The BCGEU, mainstay in 
the public sector union pro¬ 
test, delivered a letter to 
Bennett’s office personally 
Wednesday asking for a 
meeting sometime next 
wec“k after Monday’s wind¬ 
up raliy in Victoria. 

“What happens there will 
determine where we go 
from here,” BCGEU assis¬ 
tant director Bob Moore 
told the Colonist. 

Moore has been in Vic¬ 
toria this week oversee¬ 
ing the plans for Monday’s 
big show, one the union ex¬ 
pects will see 4,000 mem¬ 
bers on the lawns outside 
the Legislative Buildings. 
It forecasts that 10,000 
members will opt to take 
the afternoon off and for¬ 
feit several hours’ pay. 

There was a hint Tuesday 
that labor may be prepared 
to call a one-day strike 
similar to the 1976 national 
day of protest over wage 
and price controls, but 
some unionists .seem cool to 
the idea at this point. 

Moore said the BCGEU 
would make no decision 
on future action before 
holding a summit confer¬ 
ence of its own. And that 
wouldn’t come until after it 
had talked with Bennett, or 
until its request for such 
a meeting was rejected. 

The BCGEU and other 
unions backing the protest 
have these five goals: 

• Withdrawal of Bill 28, 
amended legislation cover¬ 
ing pension plans; 

• An inquiry into invest¬ 
ment policies in connec¬ 
tion with the pension plans; 

• Separate treatment for 
each of the public em¬ 
ployee pension plans;

Honey of a killer 
losing its punch 

BRASILIA (AP) — A British scientist working 
in Brazil has a honey of a report for a world hum¬ 
ming with bad news and ready for the worst. The 
Brazilian killer bees are losing their punch. 

Prof. Anthony Raw, a bee speciatist at the Uni¬ 
versity of Brasilia, says there is little danger posed 
by the angry, deadly bws that have spread through¬ 
out Brazil for more than 20 years. 

The insect is an aggressive variety of honey bee 
from Africa that has been breeding with the honey 
bees of South America. The result is an Africanized 
bee, a short-tempered insect prone to swarming. 

The bee produces more honey than its European 
cousin, introduced in the Western Hemisphere 200 
years ago and responsible for most commercial 
honey. 

Raw. who has been studying bees and honey 
production eight years, says he never has encoun¬ 
tered probiems with Africanized varieties. 

“They’re known for being a bad-tempered bee.” 
says Raw. who has coilected more than 300 species 
of bees in central Brazil. “In Africa, every¬ 
body knows that you just don’t get too close to the^ 
bees. And I don't think anybody shouid be caiiing 
them kiiler bees; they should be called African¬ 
ized hees.”

New Hebrides clashes flare 


TANNA. New Hebrides (UPI) — 
French and British police rushed to 
New Hebrides Wednesday to crush a 
rebellion by “cargo cultists”—anti¬ 
white natives awaiting the return of 
goods-bearing Second World War 
GIs. 

One person was killed in the upris¬ 
ing on the island of Tanna, the second 
in the South Pacific colony due for 
independence July 30 and the first 
with casualties. 

Two British police units from the 
capital of Port Vila 100 miles to the 
north arrived during the night to 
take control of the lush island after 
1,000 of the cultists stormed the local 
police station and the district com¬ 
missioner’s office. A 50-man group of 
French gendarmes from the French- 
controiled New Caledonia hurried to 
Port Vila. 


In London. Foreign Secretary Lord 
Carrington said a company of British 
marines would be sent to Port Vila to 
help “preserve law and order and the 
territorial Integrity of the New He¬ 
brides.” 

The tribesmen—who build crude 
wooden models of war cargo planes 
in the belief it will encourage the 
return of goods-laden American sol¬ 
diers—clashed in the streets with 
members of the English-speaking 
Vanuaaku Party led by Father 
Walter Lini. He is prime minister- 
elect of the French-British adminis¬ 
tered archipelago. 

Alexis Youlou, 32, a deputy for the 
French-speaking minority in the par¬ 
liament, was killed by gunfire and 
machetes, officials said. 

A New Hebrides spokesman said 


the Tanna uprising was inspired by 
but not part of the May 28 revolt on 
Espiritu Santo, the largest and rich¬ 
est island in the chain, 210 miles north 
of Port Vila. 

Plantation owner Jimmy Stevens, 
backed by some 200 followers, took 
over Espiritu Santo to make the is¬ 
land independent of the New He¬ 
brides chain. 

Stevens said last week he would 
participate in a conference with 
French and British officials in Paris, 
but would not give up Espiritu Santo. 

The “cargo cultists” follow the 
teachings of a Melanesian who went 
by the name John From. He ap¬ 
peared on Tanna in 1940 and disap¬ 
peared after saying Americans would 
free them from white rule, bring all 
the material goods they wanted and 
immortality.

By the early 1970s, offi¬ 
cials said about 300 persons 
had been kiiled by the bees, 
which were gradually ex¬ 
panding their territory 
northward. Some scientists 
warned that the bees would

eventually swarm toward 
the U.S. heartland. 

American teams were 
sent to investigate the 
problem. One suggestion 
was to rut them off at the 
Panama canal, stopping 
their reproductive cycle 
there with a genetic net. 

“An impossible task,” 
says Raw, who advocates 
simpler education mea¬ 
sures, like careful breeding 
and advising beekeepers 
about how to handle the 
bees. Besides, Raw says he 
is not sure the tropically 


adapted bees care to ven¬ 
ture very far into more 
temperate climates like the 
U.S. 

He says the bees that 
have now spread through 
most of South America are 
not the same African bees 
released in 1956. They 
are—24 generations later- 
milder bees, less nasty 
than their ancestors. 

Officials in Brazil say 
beekeepers are learning to 
live with them. Recom¬ 
mendations for their use in 
pollination and honey pro¬ 
duction include advisories 
to keep hives away from 
houses and livestock and to 
tell civilians that individual 
bee stings arc fatal only in 
rare cases of allergy.

VANCOUVER (UPC) — 
Sport fishing for salmon in 
the Fraser River and adja¬ 
cent waters will be closed 
for the first spring ever 
beginning midnight Fri¬ 
day, a fisheries depart¬ 
ment official said Wednes¬ 
day. 

Area manager Fred 
Fraser said the closure, a 
unique conservation move, 
wasnecessary to protect 
the Chinook run, which had 
only half the numbers ex¬ 
pected. 

The move, made two 
weeks after a commercial 
closure in the area, was 
aimed at allowing enough 
fish to escape to spawning 
grounds and preserve the 
stock, Fraser said. 

The closure is in effect in 
Georgia Strait from Point 
Grey south to the American 
border as well as in all 
waters of the Fraser, al¬ 
though Jack Springs— 
males 12 and 20 inches 
long—may be taken in the 
Fraser above the Oak 
Street Bridge in Vancou¬ 
ver. 

“Different streams in 
B.C. have been closed be¬ 
fore, but this is the first 
time a massive area like 
this has been closed (in the 
spring),” another fisheries 
official said. 

Both the department and 
U.S. fishermen have been 
blamed for this year's dis¬ 
mal Chinook run. 

Bill Otway, head of the 
B.C. Wildlife Federation, 
said the department should 
have imposed restrictions 
years ago. 

"Fisheries has mis¬ 
judged the stocks badly,” 
Otway said. "We have 
asking for restrictions for 
the last 25 years.”

The main impression he 
gave was one of modesty— 
though he sometimes exag¬ 
gerated the image to politi- 
cal advantage—and a 
recognition of political 
limitations. His activities 
were marked by caution. 

“I have always been cau¬ 
tious on everything I han¬ 
dle—whether the problem 
is big or small,” he once 
said. “There is never one 
problem for which caution 
is unnecessary. This is a 
truism as lasting as saying 
when the sun rises, it will 
be another day.” 

Ohira was a strong advo¬ 
cate of blose ties with the 
United States. His first trip 
abroad after becoming 
prime minister was to 
Washington and Carter 
made a state visit to Japan 
last year before the sum¬ 
mit. 

While serving as foreign 
minister in Tanaka's cabi¬ 
net, Ohira pushed for the 
recognition of China and 
was a leader in paving the 


way for the establishment 
of links between Peking 
and Tokyo. 

Only days before Ohira 
went into hospital, China's 
Premier Hua Guo-feng vi¬ 


sited Japan on a major 
state visit, the first Chinese 
head of government to 
come to Tokyo in 2,000 
years of relations between 
the two Asian powers.

TOKYO (UPI) — Japan will be represented at the 
June 22-23 Venice summit meeting by three cabinet 
ministers instead one single stand-in for late Prime 
Minster Masayoshi Ohira, a senior foreign ministry 
official said Thursday. 

Matsue Takashima, an assistant foreign minister, 
said that Foreign Minister Saburo Okita, Finance Minis¬ 
ter Noboru Takeshita and International '^de and Indus¬ 
try Minister Yoshitake Sasaki will represent Japan in the 
absence of the head of government. 

CTiief Cabinet Secretary Mas'ayoshi Ito, who was 
named acting prime minister following Ohira's death, will 
remain at home to oversee the government pending the 
general election scheduled for June 22, Takashima said. 

At the United Nations, Secretary-General Kurt Wald¬ 
heim paid tribute Wednesday night to Ohira, praising his 
strong support of the United Nations. 

In a statement on Ohira's death, Waldheim said he 
would be deeply mourned not only in his own country but 
also by the international community. 

“As foreign minister Mr. Ohira addressed the UN 
General Assembly on a number of occasions and he will 
long be remembered for his abiding commitment to the 
ideals of the UN and his strong support for the work of the 
world organization,” Waldheim said. 

He said he had sent his condolences “on this sad 
occasion” to the government and people of Japan and the 
prime minister's family.

French astronauts to join Soviet mission 


PARIS (UPl) — Two French air force 
test pilots were named France’s first 
astronauts Wednesday for participation 
in a flight with a Soviet Soyuz mis¬ 
sion. 

The pilots, who also arc aerospace 
engineers, are to take part In the Soviet 
flight scheduled for early 1982. It will 


mark the first time a French man has 
traveled into space. 

The two men were chosen from a field 
of 193 candidates, including 26 women. 
Their .selections were announced by the 
French national space centre. 

Lt. Col. Jean-Loup Chretien, 41, has 
logged more than 5,000 hours of flight 


time. He also has had experience as a 
fighter pilot. 

The other candidate, commander Pat¬ 
rick Baudy, 34, has had 3,000 hours of 
flight time. 

The .Soviets publicly invited the 
French to participate in the Soyuz space 
program last year while French Presi¬ 


dent Valery Gi.scard d’Estaing was in 
Moscow on an official visit. 

Several members from Eastern bloc 
countries, including Poland and Hun¬ 
gary, already have participated in the 
Soyuz program, which usually calls for 
the cosmonauts to link up with the orbiting 
Salyut space station, manned by two 
Ku.s.sian cosmonauts.

Gunmen slain 
for murder try 

GUATEMALA CITY (UPI) — An angry mob of 
university .students killed two gunmen who tried to 
murder one of their leaders, torturing one for two hours 
and dragging the other’s nude body through campus 
before setting him on fire, police said Wednesday. 

Police said three unidentified gunmen pumped three 
bullets into Victor Valvert, former .secretary of the 
University Students Association, as he was leaving the 
San Carlos University campus in the capital late Tues¬ 
day. 

Valvert survived the attack but other students 
who ran out of their classrooms when they heard the 
gunshots captured two of the gunmen, police said. 
The third escaped. 

The mob dragged one of the gunmen Into a class¬ 
room and tortured him for two hours until he allegedly 
confessed being a government security agent and having 
participated in at least 10 slayings, they said. 

The students shot and killed the gunman with his 
own revolver, then stripped the other suspect, dragged 
him naked through the campus, doused him with gasoline 
and .set him on fire, police said.

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Epitaph 

for an old killer 

It was a brief news item which surely went 
largely unnoticed, tucked away on page 28 of 
The Colonist Wednesday. A press release 
from the office of Health Minister Rafe Mair 
advised that there will be no more free small¬ 
pox vaccinations in British Columbia. 

“Eradication of the disease on a global 
scale allowed us to discontinue buying the 
vaccine,” reported Mr. Mair. “Smallpox vac¬ 
cine for some time has not been given at our 
immunization clinics and it is no longer re¬ 
commended for foreign travel.” 

So smallpox is gone. But not before it 
killed the Indian people of this coast by the 
thousands, a tragedy which would stir a world¬ 
wide response today but is recorded only in 
isolated paragraphs of our history books. 

“The most terrible single calamity to 
befall the Indians of British Columbia was the 
smallpox epidemic which started in Victoria in 
1862,” wrote anthropologist Wilson Duff in The 
Indian History of British Columbia. 

“Unique circumstances caused it to 
spread faster and farther than any previous 
outbreak could possibly have done, and in two 
years it had reached practically all parts of the 
province, and killed about one-third of the 
native people.” 

How many? About 20,000, more than 
everyone living in Esquimau or Oak Bay 
today. 

Victoria was only about 20 years old in 
1862, very much a pioneer settlement and still 
shaken by the gold rush traffic through it four 
years earlier. Many northern coastal tribes 
had taken to visiting the little community, 
camping around the outskirts and doubt¬ 
less having a grand gossip. Sometimes there 
were 2,000 Indians, three or four times the 
number of whites. 

In April 118 years ago a white man carry¬ 
ing smallpox arrived from San Francisco. 

“Despite dire warnings in The Colonist, 
the disease reached the camps of the Indians 
and they began to die in fearful numbers,” Mr. 
Wilson records. “Alarmed, the authorities 
burned the camps and forced the Indians to 
leave. They started up the coast for home, 
taking the disease with them, leaving the 
infection at every place they touched. 

“The epidemic spread like a forest fire up 
the coast and into the interior. . .On Bonilla 
Island a party of southern Haidas perished 
while they waited for good weather to cross 
Hecate Strait. . .In most places, as The Colo¬ 
nist put it, it raged unchecked until it exhaust¬ 
ed itself for want of material to work on.” 

Mr. Wilson notes that there were several 
diseases contributing to the tragic decline in 
the Indian population following the arrival of 
Europeans on this coast— measles, influenza, 
tuberculosis, alcoholism and syphilis among 
them. 

But none rivalled smallpox. 

A footnote: smallpox vaccine was avail¬ 
able by the epidemic of 1862. In fact, a handful 
of doctors and priests on this coast vaccinated 
Indians and checked the spread of the disease 
in a few places. Too little, too late. 

So— smallpox vaccine is gone, smallpox Is 
gone. But there are scars, if you read history. 


Who’s ahead in the nuclear arms race? 


LONDON — The combined de¬ 
structive capacity of the world's nu¬ 
clear arsenals amounts to around 13 
billion tons of TNT, the equivalent of 
a million Hiroshima bombs, or about 
three tons of high explosive for every 
man, woman and child on earth. 

In assessing the Soviet Union's 
share of this nuclear fire-power we 
have the advantage of knowledge 
gained from two sets of SALT nego¬ 
tiations. 

SALT I produced a workable veri¬ 
fication system, still in operation, 
under which the Soviet Union was 
observed to have dismantied 209 
long-range nuclear missiles, as it had 
agreed to do. 

While there is generai agreement 
as to who has how many of which 
types of nuclear weapons, both sides 
tend to play the nuclear numbers 
game for propaganda purposes. 

Visitors to American defence es¬ 
tablishments who are given a stan¬ 
dard briefing by inteiligence officers 
on the perceived Soviet threat are 
shown a number of charts, one of 
which purports to demonstrate that 
the Soviet Union has achieved nu¬ 
merical superiority over the United 
States in strategic nuclear weapons. 

One imagines that similar brief¬ 
ings on the other side of the Iron 
Curtain lay equal stress on the nu¬ 
clear threat from Western "imperial¬ 
ists,” since this is the tine taken in all 
Soviet miiitary titerature. 

U-S. briefers point out that Russia 
now has more strategic missiles than 
the U.S. — 2,5tM against 2,283,

The Russians might reply, truly, 
that the U.S. has more wai^eads, 
9,200 against 5,000, as a result of 
fitting more independently target- 
able warheads to each missile. 

The U.S. then counters that Soviet 
missiles have more destructive 
power, totalling 6,931 megatons 
against 5,454 for the Americans. But 
the Russians might answer, again 
truly, that American missiles are 
more accurate. 

The main point about these argu¬ 
ments, to which — short of nuclear 
war there is no incontrovertible an¬ 
swer — is that they hardly matter. 
Neither side dare attack the other. As 
the latest U.S. Department of De¬ 
fence annual report states: “Now and 
for the future neither the U.S. nor the 
Soviet Union could launch a first 
strike that would prevent the other 
side from retaliating with devastat¬ 
ing force." 

Both sides, in fact, have gone in 
for tremendous overkill. They have 
enough nuclear weapons to obliter¬ 
ate each other many times over. 

Both the Soviet and the American 
strategic nuclear forces consist of a 
trinity of land-based, air-based and 
submarine-based weapons, the 
theory being that if the land-based 
missiles are destroyed in a pre-emp¬ 
tive strike, nuclear-armed aircraft

PARIS — Europeans are 
beginning now to take no¬ 
tice of Ronald Reagan, 
whom they had ignored as a 
negligible outsider over his 
three successive series of 
primary campaigns. It has 
suddenly occurred to offi¬ 
cials and news directors 
that he may be the Mr. ABC 
they have been naming for 
months as their presiden¬ 
tial preference.

But Carter, but it has come 
as a surprise to allies that 
the serious alternative to 
the incumbent is a former 
movie star whose probable 
policies are a mystery to 
them. The thought is chill¬ 
ing to people here, because 
however harshly and critic¬ 
ally they may speak of an 
American president, they 
have a deep sense of his 
importance to their own 
lives and fate. 

Reagan was on French 
TV the other night, for the 
first time, in an interview 
beamed by satellite from 
his Los Angeles office. He 
got mixed reviews. Le 
Monde found him “less 
apocalyptic,” “wiser” 
than it had expected, but 
unclear and reserved. 
Serge Dassault, scion of the 
aeronautics fortune, found 
him “evasive,” “uncer¬ 
tain,” less decisive than he 
had expected, but intrigu¬ 
ing. 

A senior non-French dip¬ 
lomat noted sagely that Eu¬ 
ropeans are likely to be 
critical of any American 
president, and are tom now 
in their feelings between 
their experience of Carter 
and their worries about an¬ 
other Inexperienced new¬ 
comer to the job. 

This divided sympathy 
reflects the real division in 
most people's attitude to 
the United States. The cru¬ 
cial question is power, and 
for the rest of the world the 
president embodies Ameri¬ 
can power. Even those who 
are aware of the role of 
Congress, of the restraints 
built Into the American 
system, see the United 
States through a two-way 
telescope that magnifies

and submarines already in the air or 
at sea will deliver devastating re¬ 
taliation. 

If the Soviet Union were to develop 
the capacity to destroy all the U.S. 
Titan and Minutemen missiles in 
their land silos, as the Pentagon 
claims could happen in the mid-1980s, 
the U.S. would still have some 4,900 
nuclear warheads intact. If there 
were a full alert, with more aircraft 
off the ground and submarines at 
sea, around 7,500 warheads would be 
left. 

This is an enormous capacity. Just 
one modern Poseidon submarine 
carries sufficient warheads to oblit¬ 
erate every Soviet city with a popula¬ 
tion of more than 150,000. 

The air-based leg of the trinity is 
generally considered the Soviet 
Union's weakest, with 156 strategic 
nuclear bombers against America's 
573, fewer than in the mid-1960s. 

It is the Soviet Union’s 62 modem 
ballistic missile submarines carrying 
950 nuclear missiles, supposedly 
roaming the oceans undetected, 
which are said by some to constitute 
the greatest threat. 

However, although the U.S. has 
fewer missile submarines (33) they 
carry more warheads and the U.S. is 
significantly ahead in two vital as¬ 
pects of submarine warfare, commu¬ 
nications and detectability. 


■Die Soviet Union is backward in 
navigational aids, without which a 
submarine cannot launch its missiles 
accurately since it does not know its 
own position. Russia has nothing to 
compare with the new American 
Loran-C and Transit systems, which 
enable Poseidon to be accurate to 300 
yards over a range of 2,500 miles. The 
West is weil ahead in anti-submarine 
warfare, with SOSUS (Sound Surveil¬ 
lance System), consisting of arrays 
of listening devices plant^ on the sea 
bed. The West also has 600 anti-sub¬ 
marine aircraft, including 400 Orions 
flying from bases all over the world. 

In general, the increased nuclear 
capability of the Soviet Union in re¬ 
cent years is undeniable, and the 
Russians are proud of the fact that 
they have caught up. 

For some Western military lead¬ 
ers this is intolerable. When they 
speak of a military balance they 
clearly mean a military imbalance in 
favour of the West. 

The latest U.S. defence state¬ 
ment, however, says there Is an “es¬ 
sential equivalent” between the ca¬ 
pacity of the two blocks and that the 
West can live with this. 

The danger lies in the fact that few 
miiitary analysts on either side at¬ 
tempt to examine how the threat 
is perceived by the other side. Thus 
the modernization of weapons is 
viewed as necessary for defence 
when practised by one’s own side and 
as an additional threat when brought 
into effect by a potential opponent.

From this dilemma there 
is emerging an unhealthy 
convergence. On the 
American side, people are 
getting impatient with re¬ 
luctant allies and suggest¬ 
ing they should be made to 
line up or drop out.

West Ger¬ 
many took the front posi¬ 
tion, but France was only 
superficially aloof, prod¬ 
ding behind scenes. 

President Carter’s faii- 
ure to understand the cha¬ 
rade and his decision 
against the neutron bomb 
was a bitter disappoint¬ 
ment to Bonn. The Euro¬ 
missile decision went 
through only after el^ 
rate shadow play. 

It is a fact of the world 
today that Western power 
and security are mutually 
dependent, and that needs 
to be recognized without 
power or bluster. 

The Europeans underes¬ 
timate the influence they 
would have on the exercise 
of American strength if 
they, too, spoke clearly In 
the common interest, con¬ 
tributed to it more visibly 
in other parts of the world, 
and offered initiatives 
which the United States 
could support without dam¬ 
aging other allies, as in the 
MitMe East, (or example. 
It is time for them to accept 
that they can and should 
share the responsibilities 
of leadership. 

Then they would have 
less to cavil at or fear from 
any U.S. president

Refugees no longer rush to 
the docks to greet the Cana¬ 
dian selection team. 

Many refugees are de¬ 
pressed and immigration 
officers interviewed by 
telephone suggested some 
feel the camps have turned 
into prisons. 

There are about 226,600 
refugees still waiting (or 
resettlement in third coun¬ 
tries and some have been 
trapped in the camps as 
long as four years. 

"Last year, people 
looked up with great antici¬ 
pation and they were at the 
docks by the hundreds of 
thousands,” said Alex 
Lukie in Singapore, head¬ 
quarters of Canada's refu¬ 
gee program in Malaysia 
and Indonesia. 

“Now they are so used to 
seeing pwple come and go 
that it's just tho.se who are 
working on the docks that 
are there. 

"They are usually just 
sitting and waiting and 
saying: "I wonder if any¬ 
body is going to see me this 
time.’ 

“They’re getting de¬ 
pressed. There’s none of 
this bright-eyed look any¬ 
more." 

Lukie and other immi¬ 
gration officers describe 
the attitude as the prison 
syndrome. Many refugees 
have already been rejected 
by one, two or three coun¬ 
tries and do not see a light 
at the end of the tunnel. 

“Some of them are get¬ 
ting institutionalized,” said 
Murray Oppertshauser, 
who heads the team of eight 
Canadian immigration 
officers in Thailand.

Once you’ve been in the 
camps that long — that's 
home." 

The boat people, whose 
plight has b^n well publi¬ 
cized, arc the most restless 
and often are resettled 
within months, he said. 

“But the Cambodians 
come from such a horren¬ 
dous experience that six 
months sitting in a camp, 
where the food is good and 
nobody is bothering them, 
is pretty nice,” he said. 

More than 38,000 of the 
60.000 refugees expected to 
come to Canada this year 
have arrived. As a result, 
immigration officers said 
they are interviewing more 
and more people in the 
camps who want to resettle 
in Canada because they 
now have relatives here. 

The immigration offi¬ 
cers consider family reuni¬ 
fication a priority, even 
though it is time consuming 
to check claims of family 
ties with the records of 
persons who have already 
left for Canada. 

The officers’ basic cri¬ 
terion for selecting refu¬ 
gees is whether they can 
re-establish themselves 
successfully in Canada. 

Officers are yery aware 
of the generous response 
among Canadians wanting 
to sponsor refugees and 
know that the people they 
select can count on a lot of 
moral and financial sup¬ 
port once they get to Can¬ 
ada. 

Having relatives here is a 
bonus. The family might 
not be able to offer the new 
immigrants much finan¬ 
cial support, but they can 
ease the often traumatic 
adjustment to the Cana¬ 
dian way of life. 

The officers admitted the 
selection process was 


wearing. Officers spent 
long, long days in the 
camps interviewing 150 or 
200 refugees. 

"Generally the kind of 
people we have to refuse 
are the ones who would 
have absolutely no possibil¬ 
ity of successful establish¬ 
ment in Canada even with a 
lot of assistance and sup¬ 
port," Oppertshauser said. 

He cited examples such 
as illiterate fishermen or 
rice farmers who have no 
education and no basic 
labor-market skills. 

“The capacity to plant 
rice is not particularly use¬ 
ful in downtown Toronto," 
he said. 

After months of selecting 
and processing refugees, 
the officers are not hard¬ 
ened to the realities of life 
in the camps. 

When they select several 
hundred from a camp, they 
are pleased to see small 
parties among refugees to 
celebrate the selection of 
some of their friends. 

But they said it was im¬ 
possible to ignore the dis¬ 
appointment on the faces of 
those rejected. 

The officers find some 
comfort in the fact condi¬ 
tions in the camps have 
improved greatly in the 
last year. 

Most have gone from liv¬ 
ing in ramshackled lean- 
tos and huts to shelters pro¬ 
vided by the United Nations 
High Commissioner for 
Refugees, which runs the 
camps and documents all 
arrivals. 

The refugees now enjoy 
better food. In most cases, 
they have gone from a 
strict ration of rice, water 
and prepackaged food to a 
broader diet that includes 
fresh chicken two or three 
times a week and the occa¬ 
sional taste of fresh fruit 
and vegetables.

Salvaging a stadium

By chance we now learn that erection 
of the famous roof at the (Olympic) 
stadium will have to be interrupted 
again, just as we receive the report 
of commissioners Albert Malouf, Jean- 
Guy Laliberte and Gilles Poirier. But 
there are times when chance does many 
things. 

At this moment we have to trust the 
calculations of the experts. And accord¬ 
ing to them, only a miraculous solution 
will permit us to hope that our famous 
stadium virill one day reach comple¬ 
tion as foreseen by its architect. . . 

Today we face a very sad reality. 
Sure, the stadium is nice and Mon¬ 
trealers love it, even If they regret its 
complexity, which makes it less than 
ideal (or baseball, football, boxing, or 
anything else. 

But there is worse. This stadium, 
which coat more than those of Boston, 
Buffalo. Cincinnati, Dallas, Detroit, 
Kansas City. New York and Seattle 
pul together, is dangerous and there is a 
risk It won't be finished. . . 

The government Is right to stop work 
at the safety limit, that is, sfter con- 
slnK'lion of the next (wo floors. But It 


should also try everything to find a 
solution that permits, at a reasonable 
price, the salvage of the original pro¬ 
ject. 

It follows that construction of a park¬ 
ing lot for $30 million, a velodrome for 
$75 million and even a viaduct for $15 
million represent even more serious, 
more scandalous and more aberrant 
follies than the stadium. It’s about time 
to stop putting money into this white 
elephant, which will be a heavy drain 
on Montrealers’ pocketbooks for a long 
time yet. 

But at the same time, we have to en¬ 
sure maximum use (of the stadium). 
Despite all the money already sqaun- 
der^, perhaps it's worth spending a 
little more to give some sense to it all. 

The error of (architect Roger) Tailli- 
bert has to be repaired. But Mr. Tailli- 
bert, who is still waiting (or final 
payment of his bill, should also be told In 
concrete terms, of the responsibility 
that is his.

I hardly think the city of Winnipeg needs 
defending by an expatriate of 28 years. I mean, if 
I'm so fetlock-deep in admiration for Manitoba's 
capital city, how is it that I hauled the Hunter family 
out of there in 1953 without so much as a backward 
glance'? 

I will choose to ignore the question and instead, 
rise up in some indignation against a statement by 
Montreal author Mordecai Richler. Among other 
things, Richler said Winnipeg was a sad city—a 
touching city and a city that never fulfilled many 
promises made. On sudden second thought, I won’t 
ignore the question. I left Winnipeg for one reason- 
climate. I felt that 27 years was enough of a fair 
chance and there wasn't a weather forecaster 
around who could give me any hope of significant 
future improvement in that climate. 

But Winnipeg is not a sad city. Winnipeg is a 
bright, cheery, alive, friendly, happy, clean, out¬ 
going city, maybe one of the best of all cities In 
which to grow to manhood. Sad? How in hell can 
Richler use such description? How can anyb^y use 
such description without having lived the countless 
joys of Winnipeg? 

How can anyone charge the promises weren’t 
kept? What promises? Ever-burgeoning popula¬ 
tion? Nobody said Winnipeg had tobeanything more 
than the fourth biggest city in Canada. Nobody ever 
said it would catch Vancouver, Montreal or Toronto 
and really, there can be no sadness in such failure. 
As a matter of statistical fact, however. I note 
Winnipeg is still number four if you throw out the 
joint Ottawa-llull designation. 

THE PROMISES of orderly development were 
kept. They managed to retain the widest, cleanest 
streets in all of Canada and if there is a more 
majestic main drag than Portage Avenue in this 
fractured Dominion, I haven’t seen it. 'They did biow 
one of the best transportation systems anywhere by 
tearing up the street car tracks, but then, their 
foresight was no better, no worse, than that of just 
about every city cast or west. 

Nobody said Winnipeg had to stand still for a 
major flood every decade, so Winnipeg buiit one of 
the best flood control systems in the world. Don’t tell 
the people along Kingston Row and Kingston Cres¬ 
cent that Winnipeg didn’t keep promises made. Last 
time I saw those streets the houses were showing 
chimneys and nothing more above the murky 
waters of the Red River. The spillway system allows 
them to live without fear. 

Nobody promise? to eliminate blizzards, but 
they did promise to remove the abominal stuff with 
all haste and they did. The snow clearing crews were 
fantastic. 

Winnipeg did promise to be friendly and anyone 
who has spent any time in the Gateway City knows 
that promise was always kept. Even the immacula¬ 
tely-tailored Eaton floorwalkers were friendly— 
and also damned proficient at nailing shoplifters. 
The old F’armers’ Market in the North End was the 
friendliest place in all of Canada and even the 
gendarmes in their Buffalo coats had a wave and a 
smile for all. 

WHAT COULD BE SAD about a city that would 
throw a party and a parade for the 50th anniversary 
of its footbail team, the Blue Bombers? Or a city 
that would find ^ people attending a retirement 
party for a sports writer? It’s a lunch bucket town 
but anybody who says Winnipeg is cheap only has to 
look at how Winnipeggers fought to get a National 
Hockey League entry and how they support it now 
that they have one. 

Did Richler’s Montreal support an institution 
iike the Winnipeg Ballet? What could be sad about a 
city that melded so beautifully—a city that took 
Ukranian, Jew, Scot, Icelander and German (to 
name a few) and made them all fiercely proud to be 
Winnipeggers? 

They tell me Winnipeg is a no-growth city these 
days, but there is nothing sad about this either. What 
it means is those who do stick and stay are the 
hardiest of Canadians—they weed out the weak 
ones, the weather-complaincrs like myself. 

There is absolutely nothing to match a Winnipeg 
winter. There is no colder place than Portage and 
Main, no snow conditions so fierce. Winnipeg mos¬ 
quitoes might well be the biggest, the toughest, the 
best biters and a Winnipeg thunderstorm could 
easily be the most swctacular east of anywhere you 
care to name. Hat, not summers (with more than a 
bit of humidity) and beautiful falls that end all too 
suddenly. 

But no, Mr. Richler, not a sad city and not a city 
to make promises it can’t keep.

Civic Scene 


Being a connoisseur of excuses from way back, I 
was intrigued to hear the other day that the poor 
performance record of the jetfoil run between Victoria 
and Seattle is the fault of Mount St. Helens. 

People In Seattle, you see, are afraid to leave their 
kids behind for fear the volcano will erupt again. They 
also assume Victorians are up to their ankles in ash. 

This neat bit of volcano-bashing came from Pat 
Crofton, president of the Flying Princess Transporta¬ 
tion Co. 

Of course, Crofton has reason to worry. The Flying 
Princess, as the jetfoil is presumptuously called. Is 
turning out to Iw somewhat of a flop, and not 
unexpectedly, I might add. 

Everything points to a royal failure. The empty rows 
are the only Impressive sight on the jetfoil. With a 
capacity of 250, it’s been carrying less than 100 
passengers per trip. 

Just how straight a face Crofton kept when he 
blamed the whole thing on the poor volcano was 
difficult to determine because I talked to him on the 
phone. 

THE PROBLEM WITH excuses is that they must 
sound plausible to be accepted as valid explanations. 
This one sounds about as convincing as a kid trying to 
tell his teacher he’s an hour late because he missed the 
bus which runs every 10 minutes. 

There is little comfort In saying I told you so, but a 
lot of people did, indeed, tell the government that the 
jetfoil would be no substitute for the Princess Mar¬ 
guerite. 

The fares are too high and the mode of transporta¬ 
tion is utilitarian. This overblown bus skimming across 
the water simply cannot compete with the magic of a 
ship such as the Maggie. 

Nor can the Queen of Prince Rupert, now named 
Victoria Princess, but at least she’s a ship and, 
therefore, doing better than the jetfoil. 

And now a prediction: At the end of the tourist 
season, the jetfoil will be returned to Boeing and you’ll 
never hear from it again. The Princess Marguerite will 
be taken out of mothballs, refitted and returned to 
service next year. 

MORE AND MORE SIGNS point to a demise of the

convention centre proposal, at least as faras the Wharf 
Street location is concerned. 

Finance Minister Hugh Curtis is said to have 
serious second thoughts about the location and may 
decide to either scrap the entire plan or have the centre 
built elsewhere. 

I think the minister would be doing the wrong thing 
in either case, but can you blame him? 

A government willing to spend $8 million can be 
excus^ for expecting a few words of praise. Instead, 
the Socreds have had their noses bloodied ever since 
they announced they would finance the construction of 
the convention centre at Wharf Street. 

I’m still not convinced that the Wharf Street site is 
dead, because I believe it’s the right site for a 
convention centre. 

The centre can, of course, be built elsewhere, but in 
that case, Victoria may as well bid Old Town farewell. 

ANY PROJECT OF THIS SIZE acts as a magnet. 
It strengthens an area’s merchandising base. If it were 
built at the Wharf Street waterfront, conventioneers 
would have to walk through Old Town to reach the 
convention centre from their hotels. 

That traffic would generate enough business for 
Old Town to survive. Move the convention centre next 
to the Executive House and you’ll cut that potential 
lifeline to Old Town. 

The problem will be magnified by the creation of 
more retail space elsewhere to sene the needs of the 
convention centre, furthering the decline of Old Town. 

Conversion of the old buildings to office use will 
be the only alternative left, which would deplete Old 
Town of any life it may now have. And that’s a lousy 
fate for the area. 

As for the provincially-owned site next to the 
Executive House, there are a few things that deserve 
mention. A lot has been said recently about conflict of 
interest. Peter Hartnell’s Queen Victoria Inn is about a 
block from that site and he couldn’t help but profit 
from the location of the convention centre in such 
proximity. 

Hartnell is actively promoting the site, and the 
newly-formed Victoria Harbor Society held its first 
press conference in HartneH’s hotel. That, too, is 
conflict of interest. 

Hartnell may say that his hotel is full anyway, but 
then you could say that Ame Lane is rich anyway.

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Pryor’s match ‘ignited rum’ 


LOS ANGELES (UPl) — 
Richard Pryor’s attorney 
said Wednesday the come¬ 
dian was seriously burned 
when a cigarette lighter or 
match ignited a glass of 
rum, not while experiment¬ 
ing with a mixture of co¬ 
caine and ether as police 
contend. 

Police stood by their ac¬ 
count that Pryorr-minutes 
after the accident—admit¬ 
ted using "free base," a 
derivative of cocaine, and 
said they had no doubts 
about what occurred. 


Doctors said Pryor, 39, 
seemed to have a strong 
will to live and was making 
significant progress in his 
recovery from bums that 
scorched more than half 
his body in an explosion at 
his home Monday. 

They said Pryor was 
alert, talking, walking 
around, feeding himself 
hot cereal and in good spir¬ 
its. They said he now had at 
least a 50-50 chance to sur¬ 
vive. 

Pryor probably will be 
able to receive necessary 


skin grafts from unbumed 
parts of his own body and 
noted that his most serious 
bums are around his chest 
and arms. 

The actor’s main physic¬ 
ians Wednesday denied 
telling police that Pryor 
told them the explosion 
that sent him mnning out of 
his house aflame had oc¬ 
curred while he was using 
ether to purify a batch of 
cocaine. 

Fire Capt. Pat McGuin- 
ness said his Investigators 
were waiting for the doc¬ 
tors’ permission to ask 
Pryor personally what 
cau.sed the blast. He said 


the probe of the incident 
was delayed when investi¬ 
gators sent to the home 
could not get inside be- 
cau.se of fierce guard dogs 
and Spanish-speaking 
household servants who ap¬ 
parently did not know who 
they were. 

Actor Jim Brown, the 
former Cleveland Browns 
football player, visited 
Pryor Wednesday but told 
reporters his friend did not 
tell him how the accident 
had occured. 

“There have been exag¬ 
gerations, 20 different 
stories,” he said. 

Brown said Pryor told 


him he was "ready to 
fight” for his life. 

“That was a very emo¬ 
tional moment.” he said. 
“It brought tears to my 
eyes.” 

Brown said the come¬ 
dian’s spirits were “very, 
very high” and said that 
while they were together he 
did not complain of any 
pain.” 

One of Pryor’s physic¬ 
ians, Dr. Richard Gross- 
man, said his patient was 
aware of the seriousness of 
his injuries. 

“I can’t lie to him. He’s 
scared, he’s frightened. I 
would be too.”

but no cancer 

MINEOLA, N.Y. (AP) — A man who says he under¬ 
went 16 months of chemotherapy before it was dis¬ 
covered he did not have cancer has tiled an $lg-mil- 
lion lawsuit against the doctors and hospital involved in 
his original diagnosis and treatment. 

Nick Lombardo, 52, charged in the suit filed over the 
weekend that a diagnosis that his rectal bleeding was 
the result of cancer of the colon was made without a 
biopsy, a procedure in which tissue is removed for 
testing to confirm a diagnosis. 

His family was told at the time that he had two or 
three months to live, and he began chemotherapy treat¬ 
ments in June 1977, the suit says. 

The treatments continued until a doctor at the hospi¬ 
tal re-evaluated the case in January 1979 and said it 
appeared that I-ombardo was suffering from Crohn’s 
disease, an inflammatory illness of the colon described in 
reference books as common lo younger men, the suit 
says. 

A second exploratory operation at Memorial Hospi¬ 
tal in New Yorit on March 30, 1979, confirmed that 
diagnosis, according to the complaint. 

Lombardo said Wednesday that the ordeal had left 
him a physical and emotional wreck, drained his re¬ 
sources, and placed a tremendous strain on his family.

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Yen takes tumble 
on Ohira^s death 


TOKYO (Reuter) — 
Fears that the death of 
Prime Minister Masayoshi 
Ohira might destabilize 
Japan’s political situation 
sent the yen tumbling today 
against the U.S. dollar on 
the Tokyo foreign ex¬ 
change market. 

The yen opened trading 
at 218.50 to the dollar, down 
f rom 217.70 at Wednesday’s 
close, and fell within 
minutes to a rate of 220. 

Dealers said the fall was 
prompted by fears that 
Ohira’s death after a heart 
attack early this morning 
might destabilize Japanese 
politics only 10 days before 
a crucial general election. 

Another factor affecting 
the yen on the volatile 
Tokyo market, which is 
highly susceptible to oil 
news, was that OPEC coun¬ 
tries might start raising in¬ 
dividually their crude oil 
prices soon following an 


agreement at their Algiers 
meeting this week. 

Share prices on the 
Tokyo stock market fell in¬ 
itially but later recovered 
slowly on speculation that 
Ohira’s death might act to 
help, through sympathy 
votes, the ruling Liberal 
Democratic party in the 
June 22 election, dealers 
said. ^ 

Meanwhile, in New York 
the price of gold reached 
over $600 U.S. an ounce 
Wednesday and then 
slumped in late trading. 

Silver prices also fell in 
New York, as the U.S. dol¬ 
lar gained against all 
major currencies except 
the pound prior to the news 
of Ohira's death. 

An increase in interest 
rates in the Eurodollar 
market helped the dollar, 
but it slipp^ later in the 
day when First National 
Bank of Boston lowered its 


prime lending rate to 12 per 
cent from 13 per cent and 
interest rates in the New 
York bond market de¬ 
clined. 

In what dealers de¬ 
scribed as a nervous mar¬ 
ket, gold for delivery this 
month rallied to a hi^ for 
the day of $607 on New 
York's Commodity Ex¬ 
change Inc. before drop¬ 
ping to close at $586.70, 
down $9 for the day. 

Silver rose 10 cents an 
ounce in London to $16.05. 
In later trading on the New 
York commodity ex¬ 
change, it closed at $15.30, 
down 15 cents for the day. 

The pound strengthened 
marginally against the dol¬ 
lar, closing in London at 
$2.33615 against $2.3357 
Tuesday. In New York, it 
rose to $2.3483 from 
$2.3285. 

The Canadian dollar rose 
l/20th of a cent to .8715 
U.S. 


Chamber wants indexing kept 


OTTAWA (UPC) — The federal govern¬ 
ment must abandon plans to halt indexa¬ 
tion of personal income taxes and concen¬ 
trate instead on cutting its spending to 
reduce the deficit, the Canadian Chamber 
of Commerce said Wednesday. In its 
32-page pre-budget brief, the Chamber 
recommended also increased family al¬ 
lowance payments but elimination of the 
basic child exemption on the annual in¬ 
come tax form. Family allowance pay¬ 
ments would remain taxable. 


The chamber’s main recommendation 
was that the government continue to allow 
indexation of personal income tax to 
maintain a fair sharing of the burden of 
inflation between the taxpayer and the 
government. 

“We’ve suggested that they give more 
attention to controlling inflation as a way 
of reducing the (budgetary) deficit,” tax 
specialist Peter Farwell told reporters 
after presenting the chamber’s brief on 
taxation policy.

LONDON, Ont. (CP) — Interest rates are likely to fall 
below 10 per cent by the second quarter of 1981, says the 
president and chief executive officer of the Mercantile 
Bank of Canada. 

Robert Davidson said in an interview that rates will 
continue to drop b^ause of a low demand for loans and a 
lack of courage by consumers and businessmen. 

Davidson said people are putting off major purchases 
because of economic in.stability, a situation he predicted 
will continue for a long time. Business must learn to cope 
by being more flexible. 

He said the Bank of Canada is correct in fighting 
inflation instead of stimulating the economy because the 
current recession is less severe in Canada than in the 
United States.

“a dollar a year plus a good finan¬ 
cial return If we make it work." 

lacocca’s deferred salary will de¬ 
pend on the price of Chrysler stock 
in August 1981. The company, which 
lust mure than $1 billion last year, 
is trying to recover with the aid 
of $1.5 billion in federal loan guar¬ 
antees. 


Times still not on computers 


LONDON (AP) — Lord 
Thomson of Fleet, chair¬ 
man of the Toronto-based 
conglomerate that pub¬ 
lishes The Times, said 
Wednesday that print union 
opposition has prevented 
the world-famous news¬ 
paper from using computer 
typesetting it installed two 
years ago. 

Thomson, son of the late 
Canadian magnate who 
founded the newspaper, oil 


and travel empire, ap¬ 
pealed "most strongly” to 
the National Graphical As¬ 
sociation, one of Britain's 
main print unions, to take a 
"positive approach” to uti¬ 
lizing the electronic equip¬ 
ment. 

It was the installation in 
1978 of this equipment that, 
among other factors, led to 
the complex union dispute 
that forced the closure of 
the paper and its stable- 


mate, TTie Sunday Times, 
for nearly a year in 1978-79. 
An attempt to print in West 
Germany collapsed after 
one issue in the face of 
union opposition there. 

The papers resumed pub¬ 
lication in London Nov. 13. 
The Times management 
deferred the key question 
of who would operate the 
new equipment, although it 
conceded that journalists 


would not use computer 
editing units. 

The NGA and two other 
unions are scheduled to 
hold further talks on the 
possibility of allowing jour¬ 
nalists to use the equip¬ 
ment. Thomson express^ 
"deep regret” that these 
discussions have not yet 
taken place. 

Thomson said the com¬ 
puter equipment must be 


used if the newspapers are 
to become profitable. He 
made the statement at the 
annual general meeting of 
the International Thomson 
Organisation Ltd. 

The Financial Times, the 
independent business 
daily, and other British na¬ 
tionals have in recent 
months abandoned plans to 
introduce computers be¬ 
cause of opposition by print 
unions.

EDMONTON — The 
(OnlraKl in lifestyles was 
difficult lo ignore Tuesday 
for a small Victoria contin- 
^t that whirled around 
aad through the Alberta 
capital. For one thing, re¬ 
ports are true — some¬ 
where the sun is shining — 
ragularly. At the same 
time and place they’re 
Intilding a convention 
centre with a "water” 
view. 

The group, which includ¬ 
ed Victoria Chamber of 
Commerce president Ce¬ 
dric Steele and the cham¬ 
ber's general manager 
Brian Small, saw what 
liiisine.ss development in its 
many forms can do for a 
city. 

The group saw muddy 
(at the same time dusty) 
Industrial parks, luxury 
hotels, sports coliseums 
;md stadiums, rapid transit 
/Boming by, gasoline for 
sole at 19.6 cents a litre, 
llph green parks and re¬ 
creational areas along the 
ih.uddy North Saskatche- 
won River, homes said to 
bt .selling for $300,000 and 
i^montonians by the thou¬ 
sands coping with the prob¬ 
lems of living in a boom- 
low n. 

*The group flew to Ed¬ 
monton courtesy of Air 
Canada which this week is 
iKcepting kudos for begin¬ 
ning direct flights between 
the B.C. to the Alberta eapi- 
lals. Its members had only 
lip minutes to brace them¬ 
selves for what they saw in 
Edmonton, for that was the 
length of time it took for the 
I32'passenger Boeing 727 to 
ipDch down in Alberta after 
wheels-up time at Pat Bay. 
^The junketers have had 
lime since their return to 
r^lect on what they saw. 
.Small, for one, is more con- 
vnneed than ever that Vic- 
iPria's pursuit of more 
■'clean industry" is this 
dft'a's best choice. 

The same holds true for 
SU’ele. 

"It's very obvious that 
we couldn't do what they're 
doing even if we wanted 
lo," he said. "Tourism is 
one of the things that we do 
best and we should con¬ 
tinue to develop that. 

"But at the same time, I 
can see an excellent oppor¬ 
tunity to develop research 
here. Many oil companies 
could set up head offices in 
Victoria and concentrate 
their re«‘arch and develop¬ 
ment in co-operation with 
the university facilities. 
"For instance, we could 


Victoria by industrializing 
it," he said. 

It’s the quality of indus¬ 
try that must be foremost 
in Edmonton's future, he 
went on to say in a roundt¬ 
able discussion, as if to say 
that his city had enough of 
the kind that iacked that 
description. 

Just Monday Steele and 
Small had attended a 
ground-breaking for the 
first buiiding in Saanich's 
Royal Oak industrial park. 
They duly took note in Ed¬ 
monton Tuesday that sev¬ 
eral of the buildings they 
saw in that city's sprawling 
southern areas had a larger 
floor area than the whole 
projected Royal Oak enter¬ 
prise. 

Small made the same 
point later by saying that 
the areas they had toured 
took longer to drive 
through than to drive half¬ 
way up Vancouver Island. 
In short, the activity was 
impressive. 

■The new direct Victoria- 


Edmonton link was seen by 
some in Edmonton Tues¬ 
day as having potential, but 
for different reasons. 
President-elect of the Ed¬ 
monton Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, Fred Geddes, said 
that he would be a regular 
on the run (out to visit his 
father) and that he knew of 
several executives who 
maintain property on Van¬ 
couver Island and who 
commute on weekends. 

The tourism possibilities 
are great, Geddes added, 
and he felt that many other 
Edmontonians may be ex¬ 
tending their investment 
programs to the west coast 
in time. 

Air Canada has its own 
views. District manager in 
Edmonton, John Jeffreys 
(another former Vic¬ 
torian) said that the west¬ 
ern region was returning 
more revenue to his com¬ 
pany than the other three 
regions combined and im¬ 
provements in services will 
only enhance that strength. 


Glen Steeves, Air Can¬ 
ada's Victoria district 
manager, pointed out that 
other companies share in 
the airline business.

Talks broke up three 
weeks ago with recrimina¬ 
tions from both sides and 
claims that both federal 
and provincial govern¬ 
ments felt betray^ in the 
tough negotiating. 

Phillips then came 
through with a proposal 
that Canadian National 
Railways build the spur 
and bear the entire cost. 
When CNR reviewed the 
cost figures, based on joint 
BCR-CNR studies over the 
past few years, they came 
up with a cost in excess of

government asked if B.C. 
would be prepared to pick 
up the cost of any overruns 
when the line was built. 

THE STANDOFF ends 
today when the final fig¬ 
ures go on the table and the 
ultimate decision is made 
three days before the Japa¬ 
nese deadline. 

While construction of the 
line would start almost im¬ 
mediately if agreement is 
reached, the first coal 
would not be delivered to 
Prince Rupert until 1985. 

"I hear that Senator Bud 


Olson (federal minister of 
economic development) is 
now saying that with anti¬ 
cipated coal price in¬ 
creases and the estimated 
cost of coal in 1985, plus the 
increased volume Japan 
will be needing by then, 
there is enough of a deal to 
warrant the risk," Phillips 
said in a telephone inter¬ 
view from South Peace 
River. 

“THAT MAKES me 
happy because that's what 
I’ve been saying all along. 
The prices we know coal 
will bring five years down 
the road, and the volumes 
we know the Japanese are 
going to continue needing, 
make the project more 
than viable." 

Asked what his position 
would be on the federal 
request that B.C. guaran¬ 
tee any overruns on the 
project, Phillips said he 
felt it would be improper to 
say anything before the 
opening of today’s confer¬ 
ence in Ottawa. 

“There is always a risk of 
overruns when you get Into 
construction,’’ he said. 
“But I think the CNR is 
aware of that: after all, it 
administers a bigger bud¬ 
get than we do.

“BUT I wouldn’t want 
anyone thinking that all the 
risks are on the construc¬ 
tion of the railway line. We, 
the province, are going to 
be facing a few risks our¬ 
selves when we get Into 
highway construction and 
the rest of the superstruc¬ 
ture. But then are things we 
have to live with and I am 
convinced that the risks are 
worth it, for B.C. and for 
Canada as a whole. 

“When you do bold things 
there is always a risk.” 

The Japanese have pro¬ 
mised to purchase five mil¬

“But Roberts Bank is a 
great sucess now and is 
making money (or every¬ 
one concerned. Develop¬ 
ment of the northeast coal 
fields and of Prince Rupert 
as a coal as well as a grain 
port will be the same story 
over again.”

Saanich police board seeks cabinet help 


Work stoppage prompts 


essential service' move

Job action by Saanich police has 
sent the municipality's police board 
scurrying to the provincial cabinet 
for help. 

Unable to head off a one-hour work 
stoppage Wednesday or cope with 
refusal of police to man the com¬ 
munications system, the board .sent a 
written request to Provincial Secre¬ 
tary Evan Wolfe calling on the cabi¬ 
net to impose terms under the Essen¬ 
tial Services Disputes Act. 

The objective is to have the cabinet 
put the dispute in the hands of the 
Labor Relations Board with an order 
that work be carried out in normal 
fashion until the dispute is resolved. 

MAYOR MEL COUVELIER, who 
signed the application in his rule as 


police board chairman, has made the 
argument that the police are obligat¬ 
ed to relieve regular communications 
personnel, who are members of the 
Canadian Union of Public Em¬ 
ployees. He has also described action 
like Wednesday's study session as a 
threat to the safety of the entire 
community. 

BUT THE SAANICH Police Asso¬ 
ciation, frustrated over failure to 
have grievances dealt with, says 
there is a good chance of further job 
action, barring intervention by the 
Labor Relations Board. 

"That can't be ruled out," associa¬ 
tion president Sgt. Phil Jamieson said 
Wednesday night. 

"In no way did we want to jeopar¬ 
dize the community, but we could 


think of no other way of getting our 
point across." 

The association says the LRB ruled 
last fall that the communications 
system was not within the scope of 
police duty. 

The police pre-warned the board of 
their plans for Wednesday. 

THE REJECTION of communica¬ 
tions duty had an immediate effect 
when the CUPE member .scheduled 
for the 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. shift was 
unable to report for work following 
hospital treatment. Officers refused 
to handle the usual police radio and 
computer equipment operated by the 
regular man, but did operate an al¬ 
ternative radio system from their 
desks until 3 p.m. when they with¬ 
drew that service as well. 


That meant the communications 
system had to be operated by deputy 
police chief Rick Avison and In¬ 
spector Charles Trueit until the regu¬ 
lar evening shift operator reported 
for duty at 7 p.m. 

POLICE SAID they would offer 
relief service on emergency calls 
only and that patrolling officers 
would have to use the phone to contact 
the station on routine calls. 

The study session began at 10 a.m. 
and continued in spite of an effort by 
Police Chief Robert Peterson to halt 
it. 

At 10:15 a.m. the chief, with his 
deputy and two members of the police 
board looking on, ordered two staff 
sergeants to tell the association mem¬ 


bers to return to work. The mes¬ 
saged was conveyed, but the study 
session continued. 

COUVELIER’S expression of con¬ 
cern for the safety of Saanich citizens 
was answered by the police associa¬ 
tion. which said it was prepared to 
handle any emergencies. 

Jamieson said it was interesting to 
note the police board took no stand 
when the LRB ruled that the offi¬ 
cers were not responsible lor operat¬ 
ing the communications system. 

"And now they take the position 
that it's part of our job to relieve the 
communicators,” he said. 

He added the current situation had 
nothing to do with the breakdown in 
mediation talks between the Greater 
Victoria Labor Relations Associa¬ 


tion, Saanich, Victoria, Esquimau 
and Oak Bay police. 

The two chief concerns were the 
communications question and what 
Jamieson said was the "unilateral" 
ban three weeks ago on taking accu¬ 
mulative leave on Friday and Satur¬ 
day. 

The police had entered grievances, 
but Jamieson said "they (board) 
didn't meet with us as required." 

UNDER THE AGREEMENT, the 
board had until June 4 to settle the 
two grievances, Jamieson said. He 
said the police chief sent the associa¬ 
tion a letter of apology June 6 and that 
another letter from the board dated 
June 10 di.sclosed that a meeting had 
been .set up for June 16. 

"Under the contract there should 
be an honest effort to settle His- 
pules," Jamieson said.

But, according to John 
Elliot, treasurer of CFRE, 
the most important thing 
immediately is to salvage 
the CBC office downtown. 

Up for public tender, it 
may go for $2 million to a

"Without a solid indica¬ 
tion of public support- 
meaning memberships— 
the concept may fail,” he 
said. 

Since the idea of CFRE 
leasing the premises has 
been favorably viewed by 
city and provincial govern¬ 
ments, CFRE, with its de¬ 
tailed programming provi¬ 
sions, has high hopes of 
becoming accepted.

Record roll drop cuts 
30 fill-in teachers 


Tenured teachers have 
escaped the axe for now, 
but at>out 30 others on tem¬ 
porary contracts have been 
let go by the Greater Vic¬ 
toria school district. 

Glenn Wall, personnel 
superintendent for the dis¬ 
trict, said the record 850- 
student drop in secondary 
enrolment predicted for 
next fall is the main reason 
behind the smaller teach¬ 
ing force. 

The district will have 
about 40 fewer teachers on 
staff next September than 
it does this month, and ear¬ 
lier this spring prepared 
seniority lists and en¬ 
couraged secondary teach¬ 
ers to retrain to teach in 
elementary grades, where 
enrolment is stable. 

The distriet had just 
enough retirements, resig¬ 
nations, and leaves of ab- 
senee among its teaching 
force this year to reduce 
the tenured teaching force 
by attrition. Wall said. But 
he expressed regret that 
the 30 temporary teachers 
would have to be cut. 

Wall said the reductions 
will be made without plac¬ 
ing any teachers in areas 
for which they are not 
qualified. Because elemen¬ 
tary enrolment is stable, 
the district has even done 
some hiring for elementary 
teachers, and tome new 
secondary teachers have 
been hired in areas renufr- 
ing special skills, such as 
special education, when 
other teachers were not 
available on staff lo fill the 
vacancies. Wall said 


The decision not to lay of f 
any tenured teachers does 
not mean the problem is 
over, he wam^. In Sep¬ 
tember of 1981 secondary 
enrolment is exp^cd to 
drop by more than 700 stu¬ 
dents which, at current 


pupil-teacher ratios, would 
require the release of about 
another 40 teachers. 

“It will be perhaps more 
difficult next year because 
we will have a smaller staff 
to work with."

Trudeau deadline ‘destructive’ 


OTTAWA (CP) — Prime 
Minister Trudeau’s setting 
of a September deadline 
for major agreements on 
constitutional reform was 
rejected as expedient, un¬ 
fortunate and destructive 
by provincial premiers 
Wednesday. 

Their remarks cast doubt 
on a statement by the 
prime minister in the Com¬ 
mons that it was the “con¬ 
sensus” of a private meet¬ 
ing of first ministers 
Monday that September be 
considered a deadline for 
agreement on all or most of 
12 key constitutional 
issues. 

“I don’t know what moti¬ 
vates the prime minister to 
use these negative, de¬ 
structive words of failure,” 
said New Brunswick Pre¬ 
mier Richard Hatfield, re¬ 
ferring to Trudeau threats 
of unilateral action by the 
federal government on 
constitutional reform. 

“He should be devoting 
his attention to trying to 


find resolutions (to prob¬ 
lems) and be in a position to 
bargain rather than being 
so cavalierly pessimistic.” 

(Quebec Premier Rene 
Levesque suggested that 
unilateral action would be a 
ticklish situation, using an 
expression in French that 
literally translates as 
“throwing the devil among 
the cows." 

■Saskatchewan Premier 
Allan Blakeney said unilat¬ 
eral action by the federal 
government would break 
the pace of negotiatons to 
rewrite the 1867 British 
North America Act which 
now forms the basis of tbe 
country’s constitution. 

Premier Bennett of B.C. 
said it would “not be a 
disaster” if there was no 
resolution by September. 

“We’ll do what’s right, 
not what’s expedient,” 
Bennett said. 

Only Ontario Premier 
William Davis, who pre¬ 
viously has urged Trudeau 
to act unilaterally to trans¬ 


fer the constitution as well 
as the right to amend it to 
C;anada, seemed to go 
along with Trudeau. 

Nova Scotia Premier 
John Buchanan called Tru¬ 
deau’s remarks “unfortu¬ 
nate” and hoped they didn’t 
represent an ultimatum to 
the provinces. 


He said a referendum on 
the constitution “would set 
up a national confrontation 
like we’ve never see before 
in the history of this coun¬ 
try.” 

Justice Minister Jean 
Chretien, who did not at¬ 
tend the meeting Monday, 
repeated Trudeau’s re¬ 


mark that the premiers had 
agreed to a September 
deadline. 

Alberta Premier Peter 
Lougheed, in Winnipeg for 
a speech to businessmen, 
said he would reserve com¬ 
ment on Trudeau’s re¬ 
marks until he had time to 
study them. 


PM exit too fast for Tories 


OTTAWA (CP) — Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau raised the hackles of Progressive 
Conservative MPs on Wednesday when he 
left the Commons as he was being asked 
a question. 

The questioner, GIrve Fretz (Erie), 
later called Trudeau’s departure “the 
height of irresponsibility and arrogance” 
and said the prime minister should apolo¬ 
gize. 

The issue was raised as a point of 
privilege after the question period. 

Privy Council President Yvon Pinard 
said Trudeau had to leave for an urgent 
appointment. He said the question period 
was running slightly later than normal 
and added that Pretz had received an 


answer to his question, even through 
it was not from the prime minister. 

Opposition Leader Joe Clark said ques¬ 
tion period lasted until the Speaker de¬ 
cides it was over, not the prime minister. 

Clark said Trudeau had talked in the 
past about making Parliament more im¬ 
portant as an institution, and he added: 

“He is going to have to prove that 
desire by his actions.” 

Energy Minister Marc Lalonde called 
Clark’s remarks “completely objection¬ 
able.” 

As Trudeau started toward the lobby, 
he nodded to Pierre Bussieres, minister of 
state for finance, to reply to the question 
from Fretz. Bussieres did. 


Ryan berates Levesque for waffling 


QUEBEC (CP) — Liber¬ 
al Leader Claude Ryan 
.suggested Wednesday that 
Premier Rene Levesque 
was not adamant enough in 
defending Quebec’s tradi¬ 
tional constitutional de¬ 
mands at a meeting with 
the prime minister and 
provincial premiers this 
week. 

Ryan noted that the list 
of priorities agreed to by 
the 10 premiers Monday, 
during the Ottawa meeting 
with 'Trudeau, included as a 
priority the bringing to 
Canada of the constitution. 

Canada’s written con.stl- 
tution, the British North 
America Act of 1867, re¬ 



mains a statute of the Brit¬ 
ish Parliament. 

The Liberal leader asked 
Levesque in the national 
assembly whether he had 
pressed “Quebec’s tradi¬ 
tional demands” that pa- 
triation of the BNA Act be 
delayed until an amending 
formula and new power¬ 
sharing arrangement were 
agreed on. 

The premier said he 
brought up Quebec’s posi¬ 


tion in discussions with the 
other premiers. ”I told 
some of them.” But he 
didn’t press the point. 

“From the beginning it 
seemed to us to be prema¬ 
ture,” Levesqiib said. 

The prime minister pre¬ 
sented his priorities and a 
timetable for discussions, 
culminating with a full- 
scale federal-provincial 
conference In Septemter, 
Levesque said. 


The only change was to 
remove of the word “con¬ 
tinuous” applied to di.scus- 
sions this summer, he 
added. 

It was the second succes- 
siveday that Ryan had 
hinted he was dissatisfied 
with the Parti Quebecois 
position and the federal 
government’s stand in the 
constitutional talks. 

On Tuesday, he com¬ 
plained the list of priorities 


drawn up by Trudeau did 
not include such issues as 
greater provincial control 
of cultural, social and im¬ 
migration policy. 

On that occasion, Leves¬ 
que told Ryan he should 
complain directly to Tru¬ 
deau, who met with Ryan 
last week, before the Ot¬ 
tawa talks. 

“The opposition leader 
has better contacts than I 
do,” Levesque said.

Pentagon orders recruiters to cash in on recession 


Ranks getting thinner in volunteer services

WASHINGTON — Defence Secretary Harold 
Brown has ordered his Pentagon deputies to seize on 
the rising unemployment rate as a way of filling the 
ranks of the miiitary. 

Brown set down his orders in a recent memo and 
followed up in person this week at a meeting of the 
Armed Forces Policy Council, a group of top 
civilian and military leaders at the Pentagon. 

"Though growing unemployment figures repre¬ 
sent a major problem,” Brown wrote In his memo, 
“they may act to improve our recruiting and 
retention.” 

He directed Robert B. Pirie, Pentagon manpow¬ 
er chief, and Thomas B. Ross, information director, 
to come up with “a vigorous effort” in this regard. 


As military leaders see It, Brown’s idea of signing 
up more recruits from among job-hun^ youths does not 
address this key problem of stemming the exodus of 
skilled people. Those specialists are sought by industry, 
even during the current recession. 

However, military leaders do acknowledge that ex¬ 
ploiting the recession would make it easier to sign up 
beginners for the armed services, perhaps recruits of 
higher quality than have been volunteering recently. 

More to recruiting stations 

The grim job market already is driving an increased 
number of young people to the recruiting stations, ac¬ 
cording to Pentagon figures. 

The army in April hoped to sign up 8,500 men and 
women and got 10,600, or 124 per cent of quota. By 


contrast, the army was one per cent under its quota for 
the six-month period ending March 1980. 

The navy and air force also did well in April, each 
reaching 102 per cent of quota. 

Marine standards higher 

Only the marine corps continued to fall short, re¬ 
cruiting % per cent of the total sought in May. This 
was up from 89 per cent in the previous six-month 
period, however. 

One reason the corps is having a harder time filling 
its ranks than the army is the higher entrance stan¬ 
dards, including the requirement that 75 per cent of the 
volunteers have high school diplomas. The recession 
eventually could help the marines, too. 

Youth unemployment is indeed rising, according to 
labor department statistics. 


In May 1979,14.2 per cent of the men and women aged 
16 to 19 were jobless. By this May, the percentage 
had climbed to 17.4 per cent. 

Black youths have found the going particularly rough, 
both this year and last. Unemployment among black men 
and women aged 16 to 19 was 36.1 per cent last May and 
35.2 per cent in May 1980. 

The upward trend also shown up in the unem¬ 
ployment rates for people aged 20 to 24, prime objec¬ 
tives for military recruiters. 

Jobless rate takes Jump 

The jobless rate among men and women in this age 
bracket Jumped from 8.9 per cent to 12.7 per cent Iw- 
tween May 1979, and May 1980. 

Brown in his memo to manpower chief Pirie and 
spokesman Ross said he want^ Ross to "take the 
lead in orchestrating the vigorous and external cam¬ 
paign” to inform people already in the service and 
those who might want to return to uniform about the 
nation's bleak employment picture. 


Job market warning 

He called on those deputies to make sure “no 
one leaves active duty without knowing full well the 
current state of the over-all job market.” 

Also, continued Brown in his memo, a Pentagon 
recruiting drive geared to the realities of the 
recession should assure “former service members 
who ar* now seeing the vagaries of the civil sector 
that they are welcome on active duty.” 

The national experiment in an all-volunteer 
military has been jeopardized by lack of enough 
volunteers. The bigger problem today, however, is 
keeping skilled people in the service.

Jenkins unhappy but not demanding trade 


CHATHAM, Ont. (CP) — Pitcher Fergie Jenkins of 
Chatham, Ont., admitted he has been having prob¬ 
lems trying to renegotiate a new contract with Texas 
Rangers but said he is not demanding that the team 
trade him. 

A report in The Toronto Globe and Mail on Wednes¬ 
day, following Jenkins' five-hit, 3-1 victory over 
Milwaukee Brewers, said Jenkins, 38, asked the 
Rangers to make a trade because of the stalled con¬ 
tract talks. 

“No, I don’t want to be traded,” Fergie said Wed¬ 
nesday morning over the telelphone from his hotel 
room in Milwaukee. “I don't know where that re¬ 
porter (Paul Patton of The Globe and Mail) got that 
idea anyway. 

“He asked me if I'd like to play for a team closer to 
my home before I retire and I said sure. That was 
all there was to it." 

On several occasions Fergie has expressed a de¬ 
sire to play for one of the Canadian teams, either 
Montreal Expos or Toronto Blue Jays. He has also said 
he would like to play for Detroit Tigers, who play 
just SO minutes from his farm, SO kilometres south 
. of Chatham. 

“But I have never told the front office to trade me, 
now or at anytime," he said. 


The Rangers have refused to renegotiate with 
Jenkins, who is in the second year of a three-year 
3200.000 pact he signed in 1979. 

Jenkins said the only thing he has done to pressure 
the Texas front office was two weeks ago when he 
walked out on the team. 

“I had to do something, so the day after my 2S0th 
win (May 23) I just stayed at home all day and never 
went to the ball park," Jenkins said. "I told Pat 
(Texas manager Corrales) what I was going to do and 
why. 

“I figured it would be the only way to get through to 
Mr. (Eddy) Chiles. Pat did what he had to do by fining 
me for not coming to the park, so my day off cost me 
a day’s pay (31.200).” 

Two days after his walkout, he started a game 
against California Angels and left after pitching five 
strong innings without a decision. He complained 
that his shoulder hurt. 

Although Jenkins isn’t feeling very appreciated 
by the Rangers, he will be honored in Toronto on June 
13 when he pitches against the Blue Jays. It will Fer¬ 
gie Appreciation Day at Exhibition Stadium with a 
pre-game ceremony to pay tribute to the 6-foot-two. 210 
pound right-hander.

TORONTO (CP) — To¬ 
ronto Blue Jays won’t ig¬ 
nore ba.seball talent wher¬ 
ever they find it — even if 
that talent happens to be 
hockey superstar Wayne 
Gretzky.

.season, plays for Brantford

U.S. Open at top of want list 
for Ballesteros and Watson 


SPRINGFIELD, N.J. 
(AP) — Sevc Ballesteros of 
.Spain and record-setter 
Tom Watson head the list 
as the world's top players 
begin competition today in 
the KOth United States Open 
golf championship. 

Watson has been pointing 
for it all year. 

"I want to win the Open.” 
he said as early as Janu¬ 
ary. 

Watson has repeated the 
statement — a sharp de¬ 
parture from his previous¬ 
ly vague and general as- 
.sessment of his goals — on 
every subsequent occasion 
when he has been asked 
about his targets for the 
year. 

He’s the dominant player 
in the game. He rules the 
Professional Golfers’ As¬ 
sociation tour in the U.S. 
with an iron-fisted author¬ 
ity matching, or even sur¬ 
passing, that of Jack Nick- 
laus at his best. But he isn’t 
satisfied. He takes a long 
view of history. And he’s 
concerned about his even¬ 
tual place in the records of 
the game. 

”To be a truly great play¬ 
er, you must win the U.S. 
Open,” he said. 

Ballesteros’ spur of am¬ 
bition is no less sharp. 

The 1979 British Open 
champion and the winner 
of the Masters earlier this 
year, Ballesteros is speak¬ 
ing openly of the Grand 
Slam, the unaccomplished 
one-year sweep of all the 
world’s major titles — the 
Masters, U.S. and British 


Opens and the American 
PGA championship. 

While they are unchal¬ 
lenged as the twin leaders 
of world golf, Ballesteros 
and Watson are not unchal¬ 
lenged in the African na¬ 
tional .championship. 

At least a dozen men in 
the field of 138 pros and 18 


amateurs must be accord¬ 
ed legitimate chances of 
achieving success over the 
subtle 7,076 yards of New 
Jersey meadowlands that 
make up the lower course 
at the the Baltusrol Golf 
Club. 

Chief among them are 
Nicklaus and Lee Trevino. 


Nicklaus won the Open in 
1967, the last time it was 
played here, and looks to 
this championship as a pos¬ 
sible peak to his thus-far 
unsuccessful and deeply- 
frustrating comeback at¬ 
tempt. 

Trevino, who started his 
tour career at this event on 


this course 13 years ago. Is 
perhaps a greater threat. 
He has won once and fin¬ 
ished second in three other 
tournaments this season. 
His accuracy off the tee 
seems perfectly suited to 
the demands of the narrow 
fairways and deep rough. 

The course has been sa¬ 
turated by recent rains and 
is playing even longer than 
usual. Defending champion 
Hale tfwin indicated the 
long hitter might have an 
advantage. That points to 
big Andy Bean, a runner-up 
last week in Atlanta, for- 
mer British Open champ 
Tom Weiskopf and Lon 
Hinkle, who added such 
spice to the 1979 champion- 
ship when he discovered a 
short-cut and forced the 
sponsoring U.S. Golf Asso¬ 
ciation into planting the 
Hlnkle-trec. 

Bean, one of the longest 
hitters in golf, is particu¬ 
larly formidable. 

“Andy could be very 
tough on this course,’’ 
Irwin said. 

Irwin, himself a prime 
contender, says the title 
“will not go to the faint¬ 
hearted.” 

“It takes courage to win 
the U.S. Open. It is the 
American national cham¬ 
pionship. That’s pressure- 
enough for anyone.” 

Former Open champions 
Johnny Miller, Hubert 
Green and Jerry Pate, 
along with Larry Nelson, a 
runaway winner last week 
in Atlanta, must be also 
considered.

Ed Ziemba: Even his party balking 


TORONTO (CP) — You 
can take your pick of a 
number of words to de¬ 
scribe Ed Ziemba — color¬ 
ful, controversial, pub¬ 
licity-prone or even 
hot-headed — but never 
boring. 

Ziemba, the New Demo¬ 
crat representing Toron¬ 
to’s High Park-Swansea 
riding, has a unique status 
in (he Ontario legislature 
these days. He is the first 
person in the 113-year his¬ 
tory of the house to be clas¬ 
sified as a non-person and 
to have his rights and privi¬ 
leges as a member sus¬ 
pended indefinitely. 

And he isn’t too pleased 
about it. 

ZIEMBA, 48, who has 
spent five years in the pro¬ 
vincial house, resigned his 
committee duties in a huff 
this week after the chair¬ 
man — a fellow New Demo¬ 
crat — opted to support the 
Speaker’s ruling that 
Ziemba is not to be recog¬ 
nized or allowed to speak. 

Now, Ziemba says he will 
content him.sclf with con¬ 
stituency work until he can 
reaffirm support from his 
constituents in the next On¬ 


Ontario pork-barrel allegations 
lead to new ostracism by NDP 




tario election, whenever it 
falls. 

Even his own party lead¬ 
er, Michael Cassidy, has 
professed support for 
Speaker Jack Stokes — 
ironically, another New 
Democrat. 

ZIEMBA finds himself 
on the outside looking in be¬ 
cause of remarks he made 
last week about two Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative 
members, Bruce McCaf¬ 
frey (Armourdale) and 
David Rotenberg (Wilson 
Heigh(s). 

During debate. Ziemba 
accused the two of obtain¬ 
ing their seats through 
political patronage. He 
said the two Liberals who 
once held the seats were 
given cushy jobs so that the 
way was clear for Tory 
members to take over. 

McCaffrey’s riding was 
held by former Toronto 
mayor Phil Givens who 
was made a judge and be¬ 
came chairman of the 


Metro Toronto police com¬ 
mission. Rotenberg’s rid¬ 
ing was represented by 
Vem Singer, who now is a 
member of the Ontario 
Municipal Board. 

ZIEMBA sealed his fate 
when he refdsed a request 
by Stokes to withdraw the 
remarks which he deemed 
“an affront to the tradition 
in this house and an affront 
to the authority of the 
(speaker’s) chair." 

But the feisty New Demo¬ 
crat figures it's all a raw 
deal and says he will with¬ 
draw nothing because he 
believes what he said. 

So far. though, he has 
failed to come forward 
with hard proof — pointing 
to what he calls the “self- 
evident proof" that the two 
Tories do hold former Lib¬ 
eral seats. 

AND Wim his latest al¬ 
legations and stand, Ziem¬ 
ba has reached a zenith in 


an already publicity- 
splotched career. 

“Trying to weasel out of 
the charge would be seen 
by the public that my 
charge doesn't stand any¬ 
more— I'm not prepared to 
do that." 

Ziemba inherited his 
high profile, it seems, from 
the equally feisty NDPer 
who held the riding before 
him — Morton Shulman. 

SHULMAN, former chief 
coroner of 'Toronto who 
writes regularly in a city 
newspaper, is still waiting 
for an Ontario Supreme 
Court decision regarding 
charges that he revealed 
confidential medical infor¬ 
mation in an article without 
the woman's consent. i 

Only months after he 4zas 
clect^, Ziemba shot his 
name into the headlines 
when he accused Ontario 
Premier William Davis of 
lowering the drinking age 
in 1971 to repay campaign 
contributions from the li-

quor and brewing industry. 

Stephen Lewis, the NDP 
leader at the time insisted 
Ziemba apologize in the 
legislature to the premier, 
who had already called for 
the member’s resignation. 

LEWIS SAID this week 
he fully supports the speak¬ 
er’s ruling against Ziemba, 
in sharp contrast to the 
low-key approach being 
taken by Cassidy, who said 
he has pushed for Ziemba 
to apologize and is pre¬ 
pared to do no more. 

Of course, Lewis is an old 
hand at taking the brunt of 
Ziemba’s moves. It was the 
High Park-Swansea mem¬ 
ber. then a member of the 
legislature’s public ac¬ 
counts committee, who 
leaked information to a To¬ 
ronto newspaper regarding 
the names of doctors who 
had billed the Ontario 
Health Insurance Plan 
more than $100,000 in a sin¬ 
gle year. 

The embarassment 
aro.se because committee 
members had agreed to 
keep the names confiden¬ 
tial. An angry Stephen 
Lewis not only insisted on a 


formal apology to the house 
but ordered Ziemba to re¬ 
sign from the committee. 

THE HOT-tempered 
Ziemba, claiming privilege 
as a parliamentary mem¬ 
ber, also was jailed twice 
for refusing to comply with 
a court order to reveal his 
source for information that 
led to fraud charges being 
laid against Toronto’s Abko 
Laboratories Ltd.

KEE’S 
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Kurdish 
rebels 
blow up 
bridge 

ConodMfi Prtu 

Kurdish rebels blew up a 
major highway bridge 
Wednesday and an arm^ 
group fired a rocket that 
set fire to an oil depot in 
renewed violence in a trou¬ 
bled area of western Iran. 

Iran's interior minister 
said “a large number" of 
people had been killed in 
recent clashes between Ira¬ 
nian army troops and Kur¬ 
dish groups in the western 
region, 

Meanwhile, Iranian For¬ 
eign Minister Sadegh 
Ghotbzadeh arrived in 
Oslo, Norway, for a meet¬ 
ing of socialist leaders. 
Two of those he was to 
confer with, Willy Brandt 
of West Germany and Aus¬ 
trian Chancellor Bruno 
Kreisky, said they expect¬ 
ed the issue of the Ameri- 
can.hostages to come up. 

Ghotbzadeh skipped a 
scheduled evening news 
conference, sending word 
to reporters he would meet 
with them this afternoon. 

Gen. Bemt Carlsson, sec¬ 
retary of the Socialist In¬ 
ternational conference, 
told reporters Ghotbza- 
deh's statements in the ini¬ 
tial talks had not reflected 
a dramatic change in 
Iran's policies. He did not 
elaborate. 

Kreisky was one of three 
socialist leaders who visit¬ 
ed Tehran in late May to try 
to resolve the hostage cri¬ 
sis. He told reporters at the 
Oslo airport he hoped 
Ghothzadeh had not made 
such a long trip unless he 
had something important 
to say, including informa¬ 
tion on the fate of the 
American captives. 

A Kurdish spokesman 
said rebels seeking greater 
autonomy for their prov¬ 
ince of Kurdistan blew up 
the Ghottor bridge near the 
Turkish border Wednes¬ 
day, severing Iran's only 
land link with Europe. The 
spokesman, Jalil Ghadani, 
said the rebels destroyed 
the bridge "in response to 
heavy pressure put up by 
the Iranian armed forces 
on the Kurdish people.” 

Ghadani said the Iranian 
army and air force had 
bombed “defenceless" 
Kurdish villages Monday 
and Tuesday. He said the 
air force dropped a bomb 
by mistake on army troops 
Tuesday, killing at least 80 
.soldiers. 

Iranian President Abol- 
hassan Bani-Sadr had said 
earlier that the Iranian 
armed forces would clear 
insurgents from the area. 
Iranian officials say des¬ 
perately-needed food, 
medicine and industrial 
parts have been backed up 
fur 16 months becau.se the 
rebels have closed the 
route.

LA PAZ (UPI) — Bfr 
livia's national electoral 
court rebuffed military 
leaders Wednesday by re¬ 
fusing to postpone the com¬ 
ing presidential election,

ing speculation that a coup 
was imminent. 

The court said only the 
executive branch and con¬ 
gress had the power to 
postpone the June 29 elec¬ 
tion for a year, as the 
armed forces proposed 
Monday in an attempt to 
ease the political crisis.

He noted that the Popps, 
who had been separated for 
11 months when the inci¬ 
dent occurred, were locked 
in bitter civil litigation 
which gave every indica¬ 
tion of continuing. 

POPP HAD reached the 
stage last January where 
his reasoning powers were 
seriously disrupted by a 
campaign of harassment, 
real or fancied, which he 
blamed on Mrs. Popp and 
Mrs. Witters, said Stewart. 

Popp was determined to 
end the harassment and 
went to the Witters house 
where he was surprised to 
find the two women in the 
company of two men. 

This. Stewart said, was 
something Popp could 
never have contemplated 
and one could imagine the 
consternation which 
caused him to lose all con¬ 
trol, which was foreign for 
his character. 

STEWART SAID what 
happened was an inexcus¬ 
able assault on a slight, 
defenceless woman by a 
relatively-powerful man. 

But he also noted Popp's 


blameless previous record 
and from character wit¬ 
nesses he was a successful, 
industrious man and a good 
citizen. 

He did not think it neces¬ 
sary to use Popp in order to 
deter others. It was un¬ 
likely that anyone commit¬ 
ting similar offences in 
comparable circumstances 
would give the slightest 
thought as to the conse¬ 
quences. 

AS FAR AS the disap¬ 
proval of society of such 
conduct was concerned, 
Stewart said there were 
mitigating factors. 

It was a single incident in 
an otherwise blameless 
life; Popp had spent eight 
days in custody after his 
arrest; and no matter what 
people say, it seemed likely 
that his business and social 
relationships will be 
marred and that was pun¬ 
ishment. 

Provocation was an im¬ 
portant factor in Popp's 
loss of control. 

Stewart asked if it was 
necessary in the public in¬ 
terest to record convictions 
against Popp or whether It 
was adverse to the public 
interest if convictions wert 
not recorded. He could not 
say how the public interest 
would be served by record¬ 
ing convictions.

A 32-year-old man was given concurrent sentences 
of 30 and 90 days Wednesday in Victoria provincial court 
for theft of money from his employer and public mis¬ 
chief in reporting a phoney robbery.

Schneider failed to obey the order and was picked 
up at about noon 11 days later and taken to the probation 
officer where he was told to wait until his probation offi¬ 
cer returned from lunch at 2 p.m. / 

Schneider said he had to go to the bathroom and dis¬ 
appeared, Smith said. t 

The youth had a lengthy criminal record dating back 
to April 23, 1976 in Toronto when he was convicted of 
breaking and entering. He also had convictions for 
theft, possession of stolen property, failing to appear in 
court, breach of probation, and common assault. 

"ITS PRETTY childish action for a 24-year-oId 
man,” Pearce said before handing out a suspended 
.sentence, six months' probation, and 36 hours of commh- 
nity service work to Gary Howard Grant, of 1900 Fern- 
wood. 

“I would expect it of a nine- or 10-year-old,” the 
judge commented. 

Grant pleaded guilty to causing wilful damage to a 
B.C. Lions Society for Crippled Children van May 27. 

Court was told Grant smashed a rear light of the 
truck, which had stopped to unload children at the youth 
hostel where Grant lived. Damage was placed at $25. 

Defence lawyer Fredric Bronson said Grant had 
fought with his girlfriend just before the incident and 
was venting his anger.

Marijuana 
penalties 
change near 

OTTAWA (CP) — Justice Minister Jean Chretien 
said Wednesday the government will introduce leg¬ 
islation within a few weeks to change penalties for the 
possession of marijuana. 

Chretien also said in the Commons the government 
may change the law which means those convicted of 
importing marijuana get a minimum seven years in 
prison. It is one of the laws in the Criminal Code where 
a minimum sentence must be imposed. 

1’HE MINISTER WAS RESPONDING to Bud Cullen, 
Liberal MP for Sarnia, who said sentencing in such cases 
should be left to the discretion of the courts. 

The justice minister said the government had pro¬ 
mised in the speech from the throne opening Parlia¬ 
ment in April to remove criminal penalties for sim¬ 
ple possession of marijuana. 

"I hope to do .so a few weeks from now,” he said, 
adding that legislation now is being studied by cabinet. 

THE THRONE .SPEECH PLEDGE was the latest in a 
series of promises in the last eight years to lighten 
penalties for soft drug offences. But all initiatives have 
stalled, often because of the government’s unwillingness 
to stir up those opposed to such changes. 

A bill introduced by the Liberals in 1974 but not 
passed would have removed cannabis—marijuana and 
hashish—offences from the Narcotics Control Act and 
placed it, along with hallucinogenic drugs like LSD and 
speed, under the Food and Drug Act. 

Simple possession for personal use would no longer be 
a criminal offence, but possession for the purpose of 
trafficking and importing would still be a crime. 

IN RECENT YE.IRS, ABOUT 90 per cent of convic¬ 
tions under current laws were for simple possession. ’That 
usually brings first offenders a conditional discharge 
or small fine, along with a criminal record. However, 
the law provides for a fine up to $2,000 or seven years 
in prison. 

In February, 1979, the Liberals, Conservatives and 
Npw Democrats all agreed to give swift passage to a bill to 
reduce penalties but the plan was blocked by the nine- 
member Social Credit caucus. 

The former Conservative government promised to 
change the law but backed off after representations 
from provincial attomeys-general who said marijuana is 
a health hazard. 


Inmates gripes 
6n food cooled 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Officials at the maximum- 
.securlty Kent Institution 
have moved to ease ten¬ 
sions in the facility by 
agreeing to allow prisoners 
in solitary confinement to 
have their meals delivered 
from the prison kitchen by 
other prisoners rather than 
guards. 

Up until agreement was 
reached between the Kent 
prisoners’ committee and 
the administration, the 
meals were served by 
guards. Prisoners com¬ 
plained that their food was 
spit upon or otherwise con¬ 
taminated by human waste 
or other foreign objects, 
correctional service 
spokesman Jack .Stewart 
said Tuesday. 

This led to the smashing 
of windows and other fix¬ 
tures in the disciplinary 
area in continued protests 
over the alleged tampering 
and other gnevaaces la 


eluding lack of fresh air 
and circulation. 

During a month-long dis¬ 
turbance last fall at the 
institution near the Fraser 
Valley community of Agas¬ 
siz, conditions in the soli¬ 
tary area were cited by 
prisoners as one of their 
main concern. 

"It’s a pressure cooker in 
here right now,” said one 
prisoner. "We’re not going 
to take it anymore — 
guards spitting in our food, 
bugs crawling around in 
our food, nothing to read, 
our visits and mail being 
monkeyed with, people 
being shackled hand-and- 
foot all night, too many 
things like that." 

He also said prisoners 
have to wash their hands 
and faces out of two-litre 
ice cream buckets and re¬ 
lieve themselves in pails 
because the staff has de¬ 
layed replacing sinks and 
toilets which were smashed 
in the riot last fall 


Saanich woman had 24 stab wounds 


A 31-year-old Saanich 
woman died after being 
stabbed 24 times and IS of 
the wounds required a con¬ 
siderable amount of force, 
pathologist Dr. Frank 
Berry told a B.C. Supreme 
Court jury in Victoria Wed¬ 
nesday. 

He said three wounds 
penetrated Marion Bar¬ 
bara MacKay’s heart, four 
pierced a lung and one rib 
was fractured. 

Denis Barry McFaddcn, 
29, of Sidney is standing 
trial accused of first-de¬ 
gree murder. 

Berry said the wounds 
were cau.sed by a sharp 
object and could have been 
cau.sed by a carving knife 
which McFaddcn owned. 

All the wounds were 
above the waist, most of 
them in the chest. 

He said four wounds 
which penetrated the right 
lung would likely cause 
death in an hour. It was his 
opinion they were the first 
wounds.

but there was no answer. 


He called her twice again 
and there was no answer. 

Thinking she might have 
had a car accident, he 
called .Saanich police and 
found there had been none, 
so he drove to her house on 
Old West Saanich Road. 

The lights were on but 
there was no answer when 
he knocked on the door. He 
walked around the house 
and saw the main bedroom 


window broken out. A 
smaller window which he 
had seen a week or two 
earlier was also broken. 

Gibson said he looked in 
and saw blond, then 
climbed into the house. 
MacKay was not there and 
he phoned hospitals and po¬ 
lice. After police arrived, 
he drove to see one of 
MacKay’s girlfriends and 
called police and said 
something wasn’t right. 


^ He then returned to the 
house and met police 
again. 

Gibson said he had spo¬ 
ken to MacKay twice on the 
phone that day, once at 
noon and again at 6 p.m. 
She was in a cheerful mood. 
On the second call, she said 
“the plumber was there” 
and she would come over to 
Gibson’s house after he 
left. 

The jury was excused 
until 2 p.m. today while the 
prosecution and defence 
dealt with a matter.

Saltspring Islanders lose fight for transit exclusion 


Saltspring Islanders won 
by vote count Wednesday 
the right to be excluded 
from the Capital Region's 
transit area—but they lost 
because they couldn’t mus¬ 
ter enough bodies. 

The region board voted 21 
to 20 to exclude Saltspring 
from the transit area, but 
only six of the 15 directors 
present were in favor. 

According to the Munici- 
ple Act, director Yvette 
Valcourt needed a majority

of directors holding a ma¬ 
jority of votes to get her 
motion through. (Directors 
have various numbers of 
votes depending On the 
population of the area they 
represent.) 

Valcourt presented 
directors with a 1,715-namc 
petition, garnered from 2,- 
400 persons on the island's 
voters’ list, and Saanich 
Mayor Mel Couvelier for 
one was impressed. 

Residents wanted to stay 


out of the transit area. 

Aecording to Valcourt, 
they have no bus service, 
they don’t want a bus ser¬ 
vice, and most of all, they 
don’t want to pay for a bus 
service. 

In fact, she told board 
members, some 1,200 peo¬ 
ple who signed her petition 
are refusing to pay the B.C. 
Hydro transit levy of $12 a 
year for residential meters 
and $90 a year for each 
commercial meter. 


Directors did agree that 
the provincial government, 
which has been asked to 
consider legislation to 
allow transit payments to 
be pro rated to .service pro¬ 
vided to Port Renfrew and 
Jordan River, be asked 
also to consider adding 
Saltspring Island to that re¬ 
quest. 

Saltspring Isiand resi¬ 
dent Ken Arnott told the 
board that in most eases 


people travelling to Vic¬ 
toria would be forced to use 
their cars, even if the Capi¬ 
tal Region were to keep a 
promise to have a bus ser¬ 
vice linkup with the ferry 
system. 

In his own case, he said, 
he lives 15 miles from the 
ferry and has to drive his 
car there. When he gets to 
the ferry there is nowhere 
to park, and there is no¬ 
where to make a parking 


lot unless the ocean is 
filled, and he has to take 
the car onto the ferry and 
into downtown Victoria. 

The alternative, he point¬ 
ed out, is to have his wife 
drive 15 miles to the ferry 
to drop him off and an¬ 
other 15 miles to pick him 
up on his return. 

Arnott wanted all of the 
Gulf Islands to be exclud¬ 
ed, but board ehairman 


James Campbell said he 
was the elected representa¬ 
tive for the Outer Gulf Is¬ 
lands, and would speak for 
them. 

Saltspring Island resi¬ 
dent Betty Pinchin said a 
bus service was not wanted 
on the island. 

She said a private opera¬ 
tor had attempted to put in 
a service. A free service 
frot^he downtown area to 
the no9pital area was used 


Region can^t control thought^ mayor fumes 


George Orwell’s 1984 has not arrived 
yet, and the Capital Region District 
cannot yet control thought, says Saanich 
Mayor Mel Couvelier. 

No one, he said Wednesday, can legis¬ 
late. the interpretation he might put on 
the motives of regional board personnel 
for actions taken. 

Couvelier had erupted in anger during 
Wednesday’s board meeting when 
Saltspring Island director Yvette Val¬ 
court said she had been refused free ac¬ 
cess to information on health permits 
issued for developments on Salt¬ 
spring Island. 


According to Valcourt, the informa¬ 
tion she had requested was ready, but 
executive director Dennis Young bad said 
she was not to have copies. 

Young said he had a legal opinion that 
while Valcourt could sec the documents 
in question, if the information was. made 
available to a third party, a neighbor 
for instance, or business rival, the region 
might be liable for damages. 

The instructions were that Valcourt 
should be allowed to see the material 
but should not be allowed to copy it or take 
more than brief notes. 

Couvelier took exception to what he 
called “this compulsion to jump in and 


protect director Valcourt from any indis¬ 
cretion she may make.” 

He told the board: “It Is none of staff’s 
business if she chooses to abuse the 
privileges of office. It is up to the Voters. 
It is not for us to suspect what may 
occur and frustrate her.” 

Couvelier was called sharply to order 
by board chairman James Campbell, who 
objected to Ckiuvelier’s interpretations of 
Young’s actions. 

But after a short interchange, (love¬ 
lier was unrepentant. 

“1984 hasn’t arrived yet. You can’t 
legislate the interpretation I may put on 
motives. 


“How do you expect any elected person 
around this table to perform the re¬ 
quired duties unless he is satisfied he has 
all of the stuff he needs?” 

Valcourt said the permits she wanted 
to study had to do with health problems 
and were contrary to development per¬ 
mits issued by the Islands Trust. 

Board members accepted a motion 
proposed by Victoria Aid. William 
McElroy “that director Valcourt specify 
her requests to the chairman of the toard, 
and that he and the executive director, 
Valcourt and two other directors, selected 
by Valcourt, be required to report back to 
the board.” 


by two people during three 
weeks of operation. 

Protesters, according to 
Valcourt, Included the 
Saltspring water district 
and the Islands Trust. 

A letter from the water 
district termed the surtax a 
“flagrant injustice.” 

The water district, ac¬ 
cording to the letter, is a 
non-profit organization, 
but each of its eight meters 
are charged at the $90 an¬ 
nual commercial rate, add¬ 
ing $720 a year to the water 
district’s budget. 

There was a suggestion 
that the island should be 
removed from the service 
area in the next fiscal year, 
but Victoria Aid. William 
McElroy protested that 
this would mean the region 
would be charging for a 
service it had no intention 
of implementing. 

At least, he said, in the 
case of other unserviced 
areas such as the Western 
Community there was an 
intention to provide a ser¬ 
vice as soon as possible. 

Campbell was among 
those voting against re¬ 
moving Saltspring Island 
from the service area.

A 2Vi-ycar volunteer teaching stint in 
Ecuador by Victoria resident John Morti¬ 
more led him into a new avenue in life. 

Mortimore, the son of former Colonist 
columnist George Mortimore, was so 
fascinated by the work of Ecuadorean 
peasants that he began collecting things 
that appealed to him. 

When he returned to Victoria after 
teaching English in the Spanish-speaking 
country, he wanted to share with others 
the beauty of what he found and opened 
Fifth World Arts at 7«5 Fort. 

A variety of crafts—from straw dolls 
costing a dollar or so to elegant handwo- 
ven wall hangings in the $t00 range—is on 
sale, many of them suitable for gifts or 
mementoes. 


Mortimore said most of the work is by 
native Indians living in small villages, 
who are descended from the Incas. 

“Outside the cities, their culture is 
still amazingly intact,” he said, “prob¬ 
ably because the city dwellers are of 
mixed descent and they look down on 
the Indians." 

Textiles have always played an im¬ 
portant part In the lives of these dwellers 
of the Andes, for although they live near 
the Equator, many of their villages are 
in thin, cold air I0,0WI feet above sea- 
level, Mortimore s^d. 

Most of the items came from the area 
around Cuenea, about 200 miles from 
Quito, the capital—a 12-hour Journey by 
bus over narrow mountain roads, or 
a hazardous air flight away, he said.

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Child develops faster when parents communicate 


ST. LOUIS (UPl) — A 
national reading specialist 
says parents can help their 
chiidren learn to read by 
constantly talking and 
reading to them. 

‘'Reading is all around 
us," said Carole Riggs, a 
consultant Irom Dekalb 
County in Georgia and au¬ 
thor of a new textbook se¬ 
ries on the subject. 

"You can read the labels 


in the grocery store or stop 
signs on the ride home. 

"You should spend a lot 
of time talking to children 
and listening. Sometimes 
we just talk to the child 
rather than listening to 
him." 

Riggs said parents 
should start educating 
their children from in¬ 
fancy, surrounding them 


with things that challenge 
the mind and cause them to 
think. 

"In the beginning it may 
just be things that make the 
child’s eyes move or a 
game for the child to find a 
hidden toy,” she said in an 
interview. 

Riggs said the ability to 
read is essential because 
"if you are unable to read. 


you are unable to function 
in today’s society. 

"Reading means getting 
meaning from a page, not 
just getting words’’ she 
said. “Children can decode 
words but often cannot 
comprehend. We need to 
recognize our ultimate goal 
is to get meaning.” 

Riggs, who did her doc¬ 
toral thesis at the Univer¬ 


sity of Georgia on parental 
involvement in reading, 
has developed a five-part 
program called CHILD. 

“C stands for communi¬ 
cate,” she said. "You 
should communicate ac¬ 
ceptance and positive 
things like: ‘I like you. You 
may not be all I want you to 
be, but I like you.’’’

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Farmer going buggy over safe crops

MONTREAL (CP) — Farmers are 
going buggy trying to keep produce in¬ 
sect free, but it's the buyer who has the 
most to lose, says a consumers group. 

Pesticide-laced fresh fruit and vege¬ 
tables represent an invisible threat to 
health, despite government assurances 
that the quantity of chemicals used to 
grow our apples and tomatoes is harm¬ 
less. says the (>)-op des Consommaleurs 
de Montreal. 

Between 1942 and 1951, Insects des¬ 
troyed seven per cent of Canadian har¬ 
vests, spokesman Luce Poulin said at a 
news conference this week. S. 

Now, with farmers using 10 times the 
previous amount of insecticides, insects 
are chewing their way through 13 per cent 
of national produce. 


Miss Poulin says the chemicals alter 
the genetic make-up of the insects they 
supposedly combat, making the bugs in¬ 
creasingly resistant to insecticides, insti¬ 
gating the use of newer and more power¬ 
ful chemicals. 

"Are the benefits of pesticide usage 
worth the risks?" asked Miss Poulin. 

She said pesticides destroy the deli¬ 
cate ecological soil balance, disrupt nu¬ 
trients in the food and cause 500,000 
deaths or injuries throughout the world 
each year, according to World Health 
Organization (WHO) estimates. 

About 25 per cent of the 5,000 to 6,000 
pesticides in use around the globe, con¬ 
taining 500 to 600 active ingredients, are 
carcinogens and nothing is known about 
their effects in combination with each 
other. 


“Unfortunately, there's nothing'the 
consumer can really do," said Miss Pou¬ 
lin, “except wash their produce carefully 
and shop at comer stores or health food 
stores where they know the fruits and 
vegetables are ^wn without insecti¬ 
cides." 

The co-operative also recommends 
doing away with pesticides around the 
house and garden. 

Miss Poulin says only the government 
has the facilities to properly test chemi¬ 
cal pollution levels in food, but their 
statistics can be misleading. 

The most recent investigation by 
Health and Welfare Canada, between 
April, 1976, and January, 1978, showed the 
seven most frequently used pesticides 
were present in individuals at only 0.1 per 
cent of the daily admissible level set by 


WHO, the co-operative spokesman said. 

“To say that each Canadian ingests 
0.8 micrograms of DDT each day is 
the same as saying there's an average 0.2 
inches of rainfall each day in Canada. 

“It doesn't tell us anything about 
stormy days or the regions where there's 
go<^ weather. And what if 80 per cent of 
the rain falls in one small region?" 

The group says "soft" agriculture- 
produce grown without chemicals —can 
be as efficienttas growing with chemicals 
but at lower cost. All that's necessary is 
the knowledge. 

“If only one-tenth of the energy used 
in research development of pesticides 
was put to this type of knowledge, the age 
of pesticides could be seen as a large but 
brief error," says Poulin. 


Fast heart raises anxieties Your Good Health 


By PAUL G. DONOHVE, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Donohue: Sev¬ 
eral years ago I was told I 
had a fast heart. I am now 
25.1 was hospitalized when 
my rate went to 180.1 am on 
digitalis and propranolol. I 
have been told this is not 
congenital and that 1 have 
nothing to worry about. But 
1 do. 

My questions are: 

Will this condition go 
away? Will this affect my 
having children? Will the 
process of childbirth set off 
the heart rate, and will 1 
have complications? Will 
this lead into heart dis¬ 
ease? Will coffee and alco¬ 
hol affect this? I know it 
doesn't help to be in fear. 1 
would appreciate your 
comments. — Anonymous. 

The longer term your 
doctor used probably was 
paroxysmal supraventri¬ 
cular tachycardia, which 
means a fast heart rate 
that comes on abruptly. 
Most of the time there is no 
evidence of any other heart 
problem. Essentially, this 
is a matter of a good heart 
whose motor races from 
time to time. Emotional 


upset, fatigue, indigestion 
and alcohol are Just a few 
of the factors often asso¬ 
ciated with such attacks. 
The outlook is excellent in 
most cases. 

When the attacks are re¬ 
current it is necessary to 
suppress them with the 
drugs you mention. The 
condition may go away or 
may last for life. Truly, 
this cannot be predicted. 

You can become preg¬ 
nant with this condition, 
but you will have to be 
watched closely by both 
your obstetrician and your 
heart doctor. This condi¬ 
tion does not make preg¬ 
nancy an impossibility or a 
grave risk. Unless there is 
a basic underlying condi¬ 
tion of the heart causing 
the racing—and that is not 
usually the case—it will not 
lead into heart disease. 
Coffee and alcohol have 
been known to precipitate 
an attack, but not in all 
people. 

If you become pregnant, 
notify your doctor immedi¬ 
ately so that a sensible pro¬ 


gram of monitoring can be 
started. 

Dear Dr. Donohue; 
Would you please write 
something about macrocy¬ 
tic anemia? What causes It 
ahd what can be done to 
cure the condition? — Mrs. 
L.P.S. 

Anemia refers to the 
quantity of red blood cells. 
There are fewer than there 
should be. The adjective in 
front of the "anemia" 
refers to the size of the red 
blood cells. If the red blood 
cells are not only fewer in 
number but are smaller 
than normal, that is “mi- 
crocytic" anemia, 
C'cytic" means '‘cell"). 
Iron lack is a common 
cause of microcytic ane¬ 
mia. If the red blood cells 
are larger than normal, 
that is “macrocytic" ane¬ 
mia. Two conditions that 
lead to that are deficien¬ 
cies in vitamin B-I2 or folic 
acid. The cure is to supply 
the missing vitamin. 

Noting the size of the red 
blood cell—small (micro¬ 
cytic). normal (normocy- 
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tic) or large (macrocytic) 
—helps the doctor deter¬ 
mine the cause of an ane¬ 
mia. Treatment depends on 
the cause. 

Dear Dr. Donohue; I 

have the pregnancy mask 
you speak of. I have been 
off the pill for years, hop¬ 
ing to clear 4t up. Maybe 
you could touch on this 
again and offer some sug¬ 
gestions. — Mrs. M.L. 

As you'll recall, the con¬ 
dition is called “chloas¬ 
ma." It is a mottled brown 
pigmentation affecting the 
face of women, especially 
those of childbearing age. 
The forehead and the 


cheeks are often involved, 
hence the “mask" term. 
Sometimes It happens dur¬ 
ing pregnancy or while tak¬ 
ing bir^ control pills. 

You can try sunscreens, 
like para-aminobenzoic 
acid. Some doctors have 
used a depigmenting 
cream of 2 per cent hydro- 
quinone. In time, the sever¬ 
ity of the condition lessens. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: What 
can you suggest for a tot 
who gets carsick each and 
every time we go out for 
more than a few miles? 
-J.K. 


Vision seems to play a 
role in carsickness. One 
colleague suggests a cure 
he says works. He advises 
placing the tot in a car seat 
in the rear. This elevates 
him sufficiently so that he 
can see more than just the 
tops of trees whirling past. 
He is able to fix his vision 
on more distant objects 
ahead. For an older child 
an elevating cushion might 
work. 

I cannot guarantee suc¬ 
cess, but it is worth a try. I 
would appreciate hearing 
from readers who have 
tried this.

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achieve sovereignty-association now that that option 
has been defeated in the referendum. 

A SIMILAR RESOLUTION will be brought by the 
Ville-Marie regional council, which covers ridings in the 
northern part of the Montreal region. 

Both regional councils are considered by most ob¬ 
servers to advocate a harder line on Quebec inde¬ 
pendence than Premier Rene Levesque and the rest 
of the party leadership. 

Marc Lavallee, chairman of the 17-rlding Montreal- 
Centre group, said this week that he does not expect any 
challenges to the goal of sovereignty-association to 
emerge from within the national council, which runs the 
party between full-scale conventions. 

BUT HE SAID IT IS CRUCIAL for the party to agree 
before the next election on the best strategy for achieving 
sovereignty. A general election is expect^ either this fall 
or next spring. 

Lavallee admitted that as a result of its referen¬ 
dum defeat, the PQ has almost returned to the stage It was 
at in 1974. At that time, prompted by Claude Morin, now 
the intergovernmental affairs minister, the PQ adopted 
an “etapiste" (step-by-step) philosophy to increase its 
chances of forming a government. 

That strategy was eventually expressed in the prom¬ 
ise of an initial referendum to give the government a 
mandate to negotiate constitutional change, followed by a 
second referendum on the result of negotiations. 

IT IS NO SECRET THAT many rank-and-file mem¬ 
bers in the Montreal area have long viewed Morin’s step- 
by-step approach with distaste. 

Lavallee declined to say what, if any, changes of 
strategy the Montreal-Centre group would like to see. 


“There are several obvious ways for the party to 
go,” he said. 

“IT COULD RUN (in the next election) on its reputa¬ 
tion for good government, leaving its constitutional option 
in the background, or it could start up the etapiste 
process all over again. 

“It could also consider the election as a kind of 
referendum,, with a victory meaning approval of the 
principle of sovereignty-association. 

"Tho.se are just some of the possible scenarios — 
there are many others — but we don’t want to talk 
about them in the public arena until such time as a 
constitutional convention is called.” 

THE PARTY’S REGIONAL council on the suburban 
south shore, across the St. Lawrence River from Mon¬ 
treal, will present a resolution calling on the PQ to 
reaffirm its faith in sovereignty-association. 

While recogizing that the Quebec government is right 
to seek change within the current federal system follow¬ 
ing the referendum defeat, the resolution describes so¬ 
vereignty as the ultimate solution to the province’s social, 
economic and cultural problems. 

Luc Tremblay, president of the south shore group, 
said the resolution was not framed because of fears 
that some elements in the party would like to write 
off sovereignty-association as ultimately unacceptable 
to the majority of Quebecers. 

“WE WANT A REAFFIRMATION (of faith in so¬ 
vereignty-association) to let party supporters know that 
we haven’t given up, and to let our opponents know as well 
that the constitutional problem hasn’t been solved be¬ 
cause the referendum was defeated.” 

Far from abandoning sovereignty-association, 
Tremblay said, the tendency of many party members is to 


"radicalize” their stand in light of the referendum defeat. 
However, he did not specify what forms that radicaliza- 
tion could take. 

He said, however, he would not favor dropping the 
step-by-step approach, since It is the only one that 
“respects the wishes of the population.” 
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CALGARY (CP) - 
Dunking thrw polar bears 
in oil might have seemed 
cruel and pointless, but it 
will help the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment set guidelines for 
energy development in the 
North, a federal official 
involved in the test said 
here. 

Camille Mageaux, a sci¬ 
entist with the environment 
branch of the federal de¬ 
partment of northern af¬ 
fairs, which sponsored the 
experiment, defended it at 
the Canadian Federation of 
Humane Societies’ annual 
meeting. 


She told MO delegates that 
the government would use 
the data, expected to be 
available later this year, to 
set guidelines on how to 
handle animals caught in 
oil spills and how close en¬ 
ergy developments and 
transportation corridors 
should be to fragile wildlife 
areas. 

The experiments con¬ 
ducted last winter at a re¬ 
search facility at Chur¬ 
chill, Man., aroused a 
public outcry when re¬ 
searchers admitted two of 
three polar bears had died 
a month after being forced 


to swim through a pool of 
oil-covered water. The 
third bear is apparently re¬ 
covering in the Winnipeg 
Zoo from the effects of in¬ 
gesting the oil, which it 
tried to lick off its fur. 

Miss Mageaux said re¬ 
searchers were surprised 
Hhat the bears continued to 
lick themselves to tny to 
clean off the oil trapp^ in 
their fur despite its un¬ 
pleasant taste. 

The experiment was 
originally designed to test 
the heat-retaining qualities 
of polar bear fur after it 


had been coated with oil. 
Studies of the toxic effects 
of oil on bears’ organs were 
shelved after the humane 
.societies protested. 

Miss Mageaux said the 
bears were given every op¬ 
portunity to clean them- 
.selvcs naturally with snow, 
and finally were washed 
with a detergent. She said 
the researchers were genu¬ 
inely surprised when the 
bears began to die, because 
constant monitoring of 
their vital statistics and 
blood samples showed no ill 
effects.

Major new force joins 
bloody Lebanese war

BEIRUT — A bloody 
street battle two weeks afto 
which left 27 dead and iiO 
wounded marked the entry 
of a new force in this coun¬ 
try’s devastating civii 
war—a reiigious group 
strong enough to uitimateiy 
tip the scales against the 
Palestinians. 

The largest community 
in Lebanon is not the 
Maronite Christians, or the 
Palestinians, or the Sunni 
Moslems, who dominate 
the Arab world, but the 
Shiites, the minority 
branch of Islam who arc 
the majority in Iran. 

During the past five 
years while Christian Pha 
langists have battled a 
union of Palestinians and 
leftist Lebanese militias 
for control of Lebanon only 
to discover that neither is 
strong enough to vanquish 
the other, the Shiites have 
supported the Palestin¬ 
ians. 

But the support has not 
been unqualified. The 
Shiites, for example, 
backed the entry of Syrian 
troops into Lebanon in 1976, 
which the Palestinians op¬ 
posed. And in the past year, 
as Shiites have become 
stronger militarily thanks 
to financial support from 
Iran, they have found 
themselves increasingly at 
odds with the Palestinians 
and their leftist allies. 

TWO WEEKS ago, the 
Shiite militia, Amal, en¬ 
gaged Palestinians and 
Lebanese leftists in a vi¬ 
cious battle in the southern 
suburbs of Beirut. The 
fighting so alarmed the 
leaders of the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation 
that its leader, Yasir Ara¬ 
fat, interrupted a major 
congress in Damascus to 
come to Beirut and mediate 
the conflict. 

Arafat had reason to be 
concerned because if the 
Shiites ever turn complete¬ 
ly against the Palestinians, 
it could lip llie nuw evenly 
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Shiites may tip scaies 
against Faiestinians 


balanced scales against 
them and force them out of 
Lebanon, the only country 
in the Middle East where 
they arc a major power. 
Moreover, a deep rift be¬ 
tween the Shiites and the 
Palestinians would threa¬ 
ten the PLO's carefully 
cultivated relations with 
the revolutionary forces of 
Ayatollah Khomeini in 
Iran, who is concerned 
about his coreligionists in 
Lebanon. 

•'We arc doing every¬ 
thing possible to stop these 
clashes with the Shiites be¬ 
cause they will hurt us very 
badly in the end." admitted 
Majcd Abu Shrar, a leader 
of Al Fatah, the largest 
PLO guerrilla group. 

THE 9.70,OitO Shiite out¬ 
number every other major 
group in Lebanon, includ¬ 
ing the Marunites (580.000), 
Sunni Moslems (550.000), 
Palestinians (510,000), 
Greek Orthodox (.750.00), 
Druze (250,000) and Arme¬ 
nians (220,000). Mostly 
farmers and laborers, they 
have traditionally lived in 
southern Lebanon, the 
poorest region of the coun¬ 
try which borders Israel. 

The main Shiite griev¬ 
ance against the Palestin¬ 
ians is the fact that the PLO 
has used their native area 
for raids un Israel. The 
PLO's presence in southern 
Lebanon has in turn pro¬ 
vided the Israelis with rea¬ 
son to attack the area 
either directly or through 
their ally, the Christian mi¬ 
litia leader Maj. Saad Had¬ 
dad. who controls a strip of 
territory on the border. 

In (he attacks, scores of 
Sliiite villages have been 
destroyed, forcing their 
people to move from their 
homes and go north to shan¬ 
ty towns and abandoned 
buildings in southern 
Beirut. 

Increasingly, they have 
come to blame their fate on 
■ he Palestinians, whose 
presence in southern Leba¬ 
non they feel helps little in 
the struggle against Israel 
but brings the main con.se- 
quences of the fighting 
down on their homes. 

“Our people support the 
rights of the Palestinians 
but they don't want their 
homes destroyed," said 
Nabih Berry, the 63-year- 


old secretary general of the 
Shiite militia. Amal. 

THE ISRAELIS and 
Haddad are fanning the 
mounting anger of the 
Shiites toward the Pales¬ 
tinians. After one of his 
recent attacks on the 
southern port of Sidon, 
Haddad issued a statement 
expressing “regret for 
what happened in Sidon 
and what will continue lo 
happen in it and in other 
southern towns" as long as 
Palestinians remain in the 
region. 

The Shiites, forced lo flee 
lo Beirut from the south 
are even more incensed by 
what they see once they get 
here. They find Palestin¬ 
ians working closely with 
leftist Lebanese militias, 
many sponsored by Libya 
and Iraq, countries the 
l.ebanese Shiites detest. 

They blame Libya for the 
disappearance 21 months 
ago of Imam Musa Al Sadr, 
the spiritual and political 
leader of Lebanese Shiites 
during a visit to Tripoli. 
The Libyans say that he left 
Tripoli for Rome on an Ali¬ 
talia flight and they have 
no idea of his whereabouts, 
but the airline has no rec¬ 
ord of his being a passen¬ 
ger. 

Berry, the Amal militia 
leader, blames Lybia and 
particularly Iraq for pro¬ 
voking the recent clashes 
between Shiites and Pales¬ 
tinians. "Libya and Iraq 
send money here to cause 
trouble,” he said. “They 
give money to some militia 
groups and some Palestin¬ 
ians and they provoke the 
fighting.” 

THE BLOODY clash two 
weeks ago was started by 
an Iraqi officer, he said, 
and later supporters of 
Iraq and Lybia. as well as 
Lebanese Communists and 
some Palestinians joining 
the battle against Amal 
forces. 

Lebanese Shiites are fu¬ 
rious with Iraq over the 
killing two months ago of 
Shiekh Mohammed Bakr- 
Sadr, the leader of the 
large Shiite community 
there who originally came 
from Lebanon. They 
charge that the Iraqi gov¬ 
ernment is systematically 
persecuting Shiites in the

country and is also trying 
to undermine Iran with 
military attacks on its bor¬ 
ders. 

The ties between Iran 
and the Lebanese Shiites 
have always been strong. 
Imam Musa Al Sadr lived 
for many years in Iran and 
studied in the holy city of 
Qom, where Ayatollah 
Khomeini taught. 

When Imam Musa Al 
Sadr returned to Lebanon 
in the 1960s he began to 
organize the Shiites. 
Launching a crusade, 
which he called the "move¬ 
ment of the deprived,” he 
increased Shiite influence 
and when the other com¬ 
munities set up their own 
militias at the outbreak of 
the civil war in 1975, the 
Shiites created Amal. 
which means hope. 

AMAL WORKED closely 
at first with the Palestin¬ 
ians, who helped organize 
and train its recruits, but 
now they clash repeatedly 
over who will control Leba¬ 
non and its links to the 
capital passing through 
Beirut’s southern suburbs, 
which the Shiites domi¬ 
nate. 

Berry said Lebanese 
Shiites want to avoid open 
conflict with the Palestin¬ 
ians. “We don't want to 
fight them because we 
know we can't beat them 
and we believe in their 
cause,” he said. “But I am 
afraid because once there 
is an explosion, you can't 
control it."

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Desperate escape from Iran 

Canadian businessman spent year at 'forced labor’ 


NORTH HATLEY. Que. (CP) — Canadian 
businessman Douglas Browning has escaped 
from Iran after a year of what he describes 
as “forced labor” for the revolutionary govern¬ 
ment of Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini. 

Aided by sympathetic Europeans and Ira¬ 
nians, he gave his watchers the slip in Tehran 
and made his way to a southern port, where one 
moonlit night he ran desperately past military 
guardhouses to a beach rendezvous. 

‘I didn’t care whether I made it to my 
rendezvous point or whether I got shot in the 
back,” Browning said in an interview. “Either 
way, I would be free.” 

TO PROTECTT THOSE who helped him flee, 
the 44-year-old bachelor refused to discuss how 
he managed to cross the Persian Gulf. 

Browning, who returned to this village east 
of Montreal on May 26, had worked since 1974 
for now-defunct Stadler-Hurter Ltd. on a )700- 
million paper mill development for an Iranian 
government company. 

Stadler-Hurter, claiming it was owed $33 
million by the Iranian government, declared 
bankruptcy just as the shah was overthrown. 

Iranian officials insisted that the Canadian 
firm maintain a representative on the job site. 
As the last company employee in the country. 
Browning was refused an exit visa, plac^ 
under close surveillance and forced to wdrk. 

“I never worked so hard in my life,” he 
recalled.“They wouldn't do anything without 
my sanction.” 

The Iranians refused to pay him and provid¬ 
ed shelter only part of the time. As a result of 
scratching for his living. Browning’s weight fell 
from about 80 kilograms to 59. 

His escape was engineered by European 
businessmen, whose plans were aborted three 
times because of unexpected patrols. 

“THEY WERE TAKING a big risk, but they 
didn’t think about it. If a foreigner was in 
trouble, you did everything you could to help,” 
said Browning. 

“Every day I waited for the call that would 
tell me the plan was being reactivated,” he 
said. It came in mid-May after the furor 
over the ^erican attempt to rescue the em¬ 
bassy hostages had subsided. 

“Cheer up, Doug,” said the voice at the other 
end of the line. ”We should finish our meetings 
in a week . . We’re ready to pack it all in.” 

He exchanged pleasantries with his contact 
for the remainder of the monitored conversa¬ 
tion, but the initial greeting told him all 
he needed to know, 

“Everything was set. The only thing left for 
me to do was to lay a plan of deception so that I 
wouldn’t be missed in Tehran while I travelled 
to the escape port on the Persian Gulf.” 


FROM AN OUTSIDE telephone. Browning 
called a friend in Gilan on the Caspian Sea in 
northern Iran. He asked the friend to tell 
anyone who wanted to speak to him that Brown¬ 
ing was staying with him for a week but was too 
ill to come to the phone. 

He then told the Iranian government com¬ 
pany that was blocking his release that he would 
be visiting a friend in the area and planned to 
inspect a job site while there. 

The next day. Browning was invited to 
dinner by a European businessman who handed 
him a forged Iranian identity card and several 
items of clothing that would identify him to 
other contacts. 

The first contact called again, “inviting” 
him to go to the port the next day. “He didn’t say 
which port, so the monitors must have thought 
this was my friend in Gilan calling. What he 
was telling me was to head to the Persian Gulf 
the following morning.” 

'THE CONTACT kept up the double talk. 
“We’re very busy at the moment and If we can’t 
meet you at the airport, come Into town and 
we’ll meet you at the post office.” 

It meant that if anyone were seen observing 
Browning’s movements at the airport, contact 
would be made at the post office. If he were 
followed into town, the plan would be scrubbed 
and the fugitive would return to Tehran. 

He bought an Iran Air ticket to the designat¬ 
ed gulf port at a travel agency the next day, 
using his phoney ID and faking an accent. He 
boarded with nothing but a flight bag, his 
Canadian passport and a 10-month-old ticket to 
Europe. 

At the port airport, no one met him, so he 
caught a taxi for the post office. 

’“rhe taxi driver kept on asking me whether I 
was sure of where I wanted to go,” he recalled. 

“President Bani-Sadr had just Issued a call 
to all Iranians to be on the lookout for CIA 
agents who were supposedly roaming the area. 
It looked pretty suspicious for a foreigner 
to step off a plane and then head to the post 
office, rather than check into a hotel.” 

“I HEADED INTO the post office and nearly 
fell to the floor. Four policemen stared me in 
the face. 

“The only thing to do was clown in the 
Iranian fashion, so that their first reaction 
would be to befriend me.” 

He greeted them in Iranian, then pulled out a 
postca^ and headed for a table. “I addressed it 
home and wrote, ‘Free at last, free at last,' 
though I wasn’t yet. Not with these policemen 
staring at me.” 

Deciding it was best to act helpless. Brown¬ 
ing walked around the post office, motioning to 


the policemen that he needed stamps. They 
directed him to the wicket and, as he looked for 
a mailbox, one officer plucked the card from his 
hand and passed it through a slot. 

Browning bowed and left. But as he headed 
for the door, a hand brushed his arm. 

“I didn’t even turn around,” he recalled. “I 
just kept walking. I knew it was my contact.” 

The man followed him at a few paces until 
they reached his car. ’They drove together to a 
safe house on the gulf. 

“He told me that when it got dark enough, I 
would start my trek down the beach. I was to 
run along the hard sand near the water. If a 
patrol caught me I was either to give myself up 
or get shot. There was no returning to the safe 
house.” 

BROWNING DONNED a pair of black 
pants, a black jacket and a hood to cover his 
light hair. As he ran out the back door to the 
ocean, the contact created a diversion at the 
front of the house. 

“I ran along the coast and just looked 
straight ahead. I knew there were ^ardhouses 
to the left of me, but I ran past them as 
though they didn’t exist.” 

By morning, he had landed in a Persian Gulf 
kingdom. But he still wasn’t free. 

Had he tried to leave the kingdom on an 
international flight, authorities would have no¬ 
ticed his passport lacked an Iranian exit visa 
and they would probably have returned him to 
Iran. 

At the airport he bought a ticket for a nearby 
gulf country. He then telephoned a Canadian 
external affairs official, asking him to call the 
airline that had issued his ticket to Europe and 
arrange for an official to process the ticket in 
the international lounge of the airport at his 
next destination. 

It remained to get out of the first airport 
without having his papers checked. Dashing 
past a flight counter, he flashed his ticket, 
hollering; “Hey Jack, would ya hold on?” 

Turning to the gawking officials, he yelled: 
“My buddy ... he went that way . . . gotta 
go . . .okay?” 

BROWNING DISAPPEARED into the 
crowd and boarded the plane without being 
followed. A few hours after landing, an airline 
official came to validate his ticket in the 
lounge. 

The Canadian waited in the lounge for 1(4 
days. He wept with relief when his plane finally 
lifted off. 

Four days later, he arrived in Boston on the 
way to Montreal. An immigration official took 
one look at his passport and "turned white.”

"1 reaiiy ean't take it 
very seriousiy," said Us¬ 
tinov, who plays the fic¬ 
tional Oriental detective. 
Chinatown scenes sche¬ 
duled to be shot here were 
scrubbed and rescheduled 
for T.OS Angeles because of 
the objections raised by 
some Chinese-American 
community leaders. 

Generally, they claimed 
Charlie Chan’s portrayal 
was “racist," a demeaning 
"role model” whose bows 
and "kowtowing" were dis¬ 
graceful to modern Chi¬ 
nese in this country. They 
also objected to a non-Ori- 
cntal playing the brainy 
gumshoe. 

Ustinov, 59 and of Rus¬ 
sian-French ancestry, 
.seemed puzzled over objec¬ 
tions to a Chinese detective 
who is dignified, polite, 
sharp of mind and always 
out-thinks and solves the 
crime ahead of police de¬ 
tectives and their supe¬ 
riors. 

"If Charlie Chan is rac¬ 
ist, then we risk giving rac¬ 
ism a good name," Ustinov 
says. ^ 

Ustinov said he was 
happy to play the brilliant

Chinese sleuth. “He’s folk¬ 
lore. I loved him when I 
was growing up.” 

Financially, objections 
to the filming cost China¬ 
town at least $30,000 in pay 
for extras and about $300,- 
000 in purchases and ser¬ 
vices, said the film’s execu¬ 
tive producer, Alan Belkin. 

Ustinov, a multi-talented 
arilst-who has appeared in 
more than 30 films, won 
two Academy Awards, 
written 19 plays, four books 
and directed seven films, 
said he was truly mystified 
by the criticisms. 

"I really don't quite un¬ 
derstand what it’s all 
about.” he said. 

"It’s a purely American 
problem, ” he said. “It 
doesn’t happen anywhere 
else. . . nobody abroad can 
quite believe it’s true. I 


don’t know where to start 
with a thing like this.” 

Ustinov said he thought 
that if "rights were seri¬ 
ously threatened ... I 
would be on their side at 
once, of course. But I think 
this was quite different. 
You talk about freedom of 
the press. Why shouldn’t 
there be freedom of the 
artist as well?” 

Attempting to censor a 
work of art before it is 
done, he said, “is outside 
the rights of any group." 

The actor said in his tra¬ 
vels he had come across 
“problems where people 
don’t have enough to 
eat. . . then it is difficult to 
take this thing as seriously 
as some people take 
it. . . . It seems to me a 
protest for idle minds, a 
luxurious pursuit.”

The CBC said The National will move to a 10 
o’clock time slot in September, 1981, rather than January, 
as originally planned.

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‘Political drought’ adds to famine follies

NAIKOBI, Konya — From Sudan to 
the South African border more than, 
liO million people will experience pro¬ 
longed hunger this year because of 
mounting f(H>d problems in eastern 
and southern Africa. 

Drought, or rain at the wrung time, 
is the immediate cause but the hun¬ 
ger Is part of an even more de¬ 
pressing picture as Africa falls fur¬ 
ther behind in efforts to feed itself. 

A report issued this month by the 
United Nations World Food Council 
ILsted 26 countries faring abnormal 
food shortages. 17 in Africa. Because 
of high birth rates and stagnant food 
production, black Africa is the only 
arc'a of the world where per capita 
food production has declined in the 
last two decades—averaging a 1.3 
per cent annual slide in the 1970s. 

The current famine is not as severe 
as those that hit the Sahel countries of 
western Africa and Ethiopia, killing 
hundreds of thousands of persons, in 
the early 70s. 

SOME INTERNATIONAL aid ex¬ 
perts feel, however, that a continua¬ 
tion of the drought that has been 
going on in some areas for two years 
could have a similar impact in what 
is, in effect, the eastern Sahel—parts 
of Uganda, Kenya, Somalia, southern 
Sudan and Ethiopia. 


One aid specialist estimates that in 
the dozen countries in eastern and 
southern Africa experiencing food 
problems, half of the children under 
seven and half of the women between 
IS and 40 will suffer abnormal hunger 
this year. 

The esfimate, which the specialist 
and others agree is probably con.ser- 
vativc, means at least 60 million 
people will be affected. The women 
and children suffer most because in 
many African societies the men 
working in urban centers or mines 
arc a.ssured a .source of food. 

Robert Kitchen, the chief UN offi¬ 
cial in Kenya, said the food situation 
“is as bad as it's ever been and 
deteriorating.” The area is about 1.2 
million tons short of grain, chiefly 
corn, the staple of the east African 
diet, he added. 

That puts a strain on Western and 
UN food aid and has forced many of 
the countries to buy on the world 
market, using scarce foreign ex¬ 
change. 

In the last two decades, grain im¬ 
ports in black Africa have increased 
to 8.5 million tons from three million, 
with the cost skyrocketing to 51.8 
billion. 

IF CURRENT trends continue, 
African import needs will increase 50 
to 100 per cent by 1990, according to 
UN estimates. 


Foreign agricultural specialists 
note that the current drought has 
only exacerbated the usual farming 
problems in Africa. The difficulties 
include government pricing policies 
and shortage of planning^ storage 
facilities, research and technology. 
In addition, frequent government 
emphasis on showpiece industrial 
projects rather than agriculture sim¬ 
ply increases the exodus from the 
land to the cities and means that 
fewer farmers have to feed more 
mouths. 

The worst-hit areas arc Karamoja 
Province in northeastern Uganda, 
where the United Nations has taken 
over distribution of food because of 
civil unrest; parts of Tanzania; and 
Somalia, suffering from an influx of a 
million refugees from the Ogaden. 

The list of countries with food prob¬ 
lems also include Kenya, Zambia and 
Zambabwe, all of which have export¬ 
ed food at one time. 

Ethiopia, where famine covered up 
by the government in the early 1970s 
led to the downfall of Emperor Haile 
Selassie, is once more experiencing 
drought in the south and central 
regions. The government says five 
million people face famine. 

NEIGHBORING Djibouti and 
southern Sudan also have shortages 
of food. Others affected are Mozam¬ 


bique, Botswana and Rwanda. 
Drought, which hit all these countries 
in varying degrees in the last year, is 
only part of the problem as illustrated 
by Kenya—where a four per cent 
annual increase in the nearly 16 mil¬ 
lion population means 600,000 more 
stomachs to fill each year. 

Just a year ago Kenya exported 
about 180,000 tons of com. The move 
is still having political repercussions. 
Unly six months later, the country 
was desperately seeking to buy com 
at a higher price on the world market. 
By January. Kenya was down to a 
nine-day supply. Com, ground into 
meal, forms the basis of the diet. 

The shortage was so severe that 
Kenya had to renege on a $wap,| 
worked out through the United Na-I 
tions. to provide 8,000 Ions of com for 
the starving Karamojong in Uganda 
in return for receiving a similar 
amount of wheat last fall. It was the 
first time a country ever defaulted on 
a UN exchange agreement. 

The United Nations has simply de¬ 
ducted the amount from future food 
aid, but Canada, which provided the 
wheat to the world organization, is 
"sore as hell," according to a diplo¬ 
mat. 

Kenyan officials refuse to talk 
about the swap or, indeed, any aspect 
of their food problems. Agriculture 


Minister James Osogo refused an 
interview. 

ONE KENYAN official did say pri¬ 
vately that the problem was a “politi¬ 
cal drought,” a reference to lack of 
agricultural planning and to allega- 
tioas of cormption. 

There are unconfirmed reports that 
about 60,000 tons of the com was 
exported illegally, kept on ships at 
sea for about 10 weeks and then 
reimported at a price of $60 more per 
ton. That would reap a profit of $3.6 
niillion. 

The heart of the problem, however, 
is that the Kenyan government did 
not anticipate the 1979-80 crop would 
decline to only 1.3 million tons from 
bumper harvests in the past few 
years of around two million tons. 

Faced with a glut in which corn 
rotted for lack of storage space the 
previous two years, the government 
lowered the price from about $11 for a 
200-pound bag to less than $9. 

The farmers consequently shifted 
about 60 per cent of their acreage 
from com to more profitable sugar 
cane and other products. The price 
for this year's crop still on the stalk 
has been set at $12.30 a bag. 

“Every year they make last year's 
pricing decision," one aid official 
said. 


AS A RESULT, Kenya has to im¬ 
port about 300,000 tons of grain until 
the new harvest comes in starting in 
November. President Daniel arap 
Moi arranged for about 100,000 tons of 
food aid from the United States 
during a recent visit to Washington. 

Much of the rest is being bought 
from drought-free South Africa. For 
political reasons, Kenya says it is 
imported from Mozambique, which is 
itself suffering shortages. 

“The only thing exported from Mo¬ 
zambique is the invoice," a diplomat 
said. 

A maze of state-related organiza 
tions here controls agriculture policy, 
but there is little co-ordination. 

Last year the government started a 
major free milk program through the 
.schools, not realizing that there was a 
milk shortage because the drought 
reduced output. 

Kenya has another problem com¬ 
mon in Africa: deforestation that 
causes soil erosion, taking thousands 
of acres out of production. 

For Kenya, however, there is one 
major difference from some of the 
other African countries facing agri¬ 
cultural problems. Although the 
shortage of corn has caused the 
people to grumble, there is plenty of 
other food to eat. Elsewhere, as in 
Karamoja. Uganda, much of the 
Hjne there is nothing to eat.

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In the last three or four years, 
especially during the growing season, 
the health food stores and kitchen 
shops have been doing a landslide 
business selling food dryers. These 
are home dehydrators, some fairly 
costly, used for the drying of various 
fruits and vegetables from the home 
garden and orchard. 

However, if you are the least bit 
handy, a home food dryer can be put 
together for considerably less than 
the price of a bought one. All that 
most plans call for is a sheet of 
pll'wood. some screening and assort¬ 
ed inexpensive parts. Plans for a 
home-made dryer can be found in 
many local libraries—look for books 
on organic gardening, for their au¬ 
thors are usually big on this subject. 

Some health food stores do have 
plans for dryers to give to their 
customers and the B.C. Ministry of 
Agriculture handed out plans for a 
dryer at a fair we attended a couple 
of years ago. My husband, not a great 
one for detailed carpentry work, kept 
it in his rear pocket until the instruc¬ 
tions were obliterated at which point 
he bought a factory-made one for my 
birthday. 

When you do find a plan for 
a dryer, you will find also no lack of 
material on the dehydrating of food 
for many books and pamphlets have 
been published on this subject. In 
fact, once you get into it, this activity 
will often determine much of what 
you piant in your garden each 
spring. 

One simpie plan is a plywood box 


with a hinged front opening. Four or 
five wire screen racks slide in above a 
bank of nine lOO-watt light bulbs, with 
a fan beside them to circulate the 
heat. 

The drying process is usually 
begun with a two to four-hour drying 
period with all nine bulbs on. This 
gives a temperature of 72 degrees 
Celsius. Then the drying is finished 
off at a lower heat. Leaving six bulbs 
on yields 60 degrees of heat, three 
bulbs give 50 degrees. 

Many home gardeners would find 
a food dehydrator to be a real boon. 
Surplus vegetables can be steamed, 
chopped or flaked and dried for a 
home made vegetable soup mix. 

Vegetables to be dried need to be 
steam-blanched to neutralize their 
enzyme action. Steaming them 
makes them less wet than blanching 
them in boiling water and so makes 
the drying process easier. Vegetables 
should be steamed only until the 
colors change to a vivid brightness. 
Don’t leave them In for the time 
recommended on the freezing 
charts. 

Put the vegetables straight from 
the steamer into the dehydrator 
racks. As the food dries, check a 
cooied bit for doneness. Don’t make 
the mistake of testing the food 
straight from the dryer because fou 
won’t have an accurate picture of 
what it will be like once out of the 
dryer and cooled. 

A home dehydrator can be put to 
many uses. For example, while it is 
being used, the warm top of the dryer 


can be used to culture yognurt or 
cheese, or for rising bread. Your 
dehydrator can be us^ to dry home 
grown grains, beans and bundles of 
herbs. You can dry strips of meat 
for jerky and a variety of fruits. 

Peeled and cored apples can be 
cut into rings and dried, as can apri¬ 
cots and peaches. Grapes can be 
dried into raisins. Ultra-ripe cher¬ 
ries, pitted and dried, make super¬ 
sweet raisins, a terrific candy substi¬ 
tute for the youngsters. At Christ¬ 
mas, put two halves of dried cherries 
or plums together with hard sauce 
packed in between for those wonder¬ 
ful traditional “sugar plums”. 

Homegrown fruits, vegetables 
and herbs are superior for drying 
because you can catch them at exact¬ 
ly the right moment of ripeness for 
a superb dehydrated product. 

A boon for hikers and campers, 
your home-dried produce can be 
stored in sealed plastic bags and kept 
in a cold room or freezer. Many a 
home gardener has found that food 
dehydrator can extend the value of 
home garden and orchard by al¬ 
lowing him another way of preser¬ 
ving produce to use throughout the 
year. 

Most of us tend to over-plant and 
wind up going to great efforts to fob 
off surplus pi^uce or see good food 
going to waste, which is nothing short 
of criminal these days. A food dryer 
can be a big help toward making 
our gardening efforts all that more 
worthwhile. 
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' ON THE EVENING OF BRYCE’S RARTY- 

OORRY I'M LATE. 
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We were allowed to re- 
entbr our house in the af¬ 
ternoon of the day after it 
had been tented and fumi¬ 
gated, and I was the first 
one home, my wife having 
gone to work for the day 
from our hotel in Holly¬ 
wood. 

The tent was gone. ’The 
men were gone. A notice 
that the house would be 
clear of fumes and safe to 
enter after a certain hour 
had been posted on the 
door. That hour was past. 

I unlocked the door and 
walked in. Warily. The cat 
streaked in ahead of me. 
We hadn't been abie to find 
her when we left the house 
to the exterminators and 
thought she might be hiding 
inside. But she had out¬ 
witted me again. Cats are 
survivors. 

There was no odor. The 
air seemed fresh enough. 
But I had a feeling that I 
was surrounded by death 
and sterility. If the poison 
gas had worked as effi¬ 
ciently as it was supposed 
to. there wouidn’t be a liv¬ 
ing thing in the house. Not 
even a microbe. 

Except maybe fleas. At a 
brunch on the previous day, 
just before we surrender^ 
the house to the fumiga- 
lors, a woman had told me, 
“It won’t kill fleas, you 
know” 

I was dismayed. We had 
counted on its kiiling fleas. 
At the last moment my wife 


had moved the two dog¬ 
houses against the house 
and asked the fumigators if 
they could drop the tent 
around them too, so they 
would get the gas. The men 
obliged her. 

"There’s something 
about the life system of 
fleas," the woman said. 
“The gas doesn’t kill 
them.” 

I had hated the idea of 
gassing the house, but the 
thought that it would kill 
the fleas in the doghouse 
was a hoped-for compensa¬ 
tion. In fact, we had had 
fleas inside our own house, 
and exterminating them, 
along with our termites, 
would have been a serendi¬ 
pitous bonus. 

Finally, though, I dis¬ 
missed the woman’s dis¬ 
agreeable news as a myth; 
an old wive’s tale. Fleas 
had lungs, like the rest of 
us, and they had to 
breathe. 

The house seemed unu- 
sualiy still. I thought of 
Rachel Carson’s Silent 
Spring. Nothing lived with¬ 
in our walls but the cat 
and me. Not a moth was 
left alive; not a gnat; not a 
fly. I supposed the cat had a 
flea or two on her, though. 
For that matter, maybe I 
did too, or something even 
smaller. 

We were like creatures 
landing on the moon, conta¬ 
minate by the life of our 
own planet. The house was 


inert; as dead as the earth 
had been in its first million 
years. Now it was up to the 
cat and me to get life start¬ 
ed again. 

I needn’t have worried 
about the responsibility. 
There were still two hours 
of daylight left when my 
wife came home, and she 
went out into the yard at 
once and began carrying 
her plants back into the 
house. She had moved 
dozens of them from inside, 
.and hundre6s from around 
the outside walls. Now she 
was as busy as a worker 
ant, running in with her 
potted plants, running out, 
running in. God couldn’t 
have labored harder those 
first six days. 

At ieast, though, the ani¬ 
mals that had stayed in the 
house would have perished 
in the gas, and we should be 
free of them for a few days, 
I thought. There would be 
no flies buzzing inside the 
lampshades, no hairy 
spiders skiing down the 
slopes of the bathtub. 

It had occurred to me, in 
fact, that this would be a 
good lime to clean out the 
garage. For several years 
it had been so clogged with 
junk that I had almost 
given up hope of ever 
cleaning it out again. The 
prospect of pawing through 
that impenetrable clutter 
was not made more allur¬ 
ing by the certainty that 
black widow spiders would 


be waiting In ambush under 
every stick. 

Now, miraculousiy, they 
would all be dead and if I 
acted quickly, before they 
had time to come back, I 
could work in the garage 
without fear.' 

Of course I could no 
longer clean out the garage 
myself, as I used to. I was 
no longer that Herculean. 
But I would get the others 
to help. It was mostly their 
junk, anyway, not mine. I 
was wondering how to go 
about enlisting this help 
when I felt something on 
my left hand. It was an 
incredibly tiny creature- 
red and furry. It raced cra¬ 
zily across the back of my 
hand, then stopped, as if 
wondering where it was. I 
wondered where it had 
come from. Had it hatched 
from an egg that had not 
been permeated by the 
gas? Or had my wife 
brought it in on one of her 
plants? 

I could easily have 
rubbed it out while it sat 
there on my hand in its 
foolish indecision. But it 
was the first live thing I 
had seen. It was the harbin¬ 
ger of our new spring, our 
renaissance. It was the 
proof of life’s tenacity. It 
was the force. 

1 let it go. 

By now, 1 suppose, new 
black widows will be hatch¬ 
ing, too, and I’ll never 
clean out the garage again. 
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Walking through the airport, I 
saw several young people Iwaring 
signs that read “Nukes, Not Kooks,” 
passing out pamphlets in defence of 
nuclear power. If these youngsters 
are subsidized by the power industry, 
I think it is stupid to designate their 
opponents as “kooks." 

I do not feel myself to be a kook, 
and I have some very serious doubts 
and worries about nuclear power 
plants. What worries me, however, is 
not so much the technicai or me¬ 
chanical aspect as the people aspect. 
A plant may be designed to be fail¬ 
safe, but people aren’t designed to 
be faii-safe. 

In Michigan, not iong ago, at the 
Cook nuclear power plant, 17 persons 
drank coffee contaminated by low- 
level radioactivity, when the tainted 
water backed up into the pure water 
system during a “routine proce¬ 
dure” But it was not so routine that 
somebody couidn’t goof. 

It is all very well to point out that 


every form of industry has its own 
risks, but the risks are different 
with radioactivity, because we may 
not learn their full effects for many 
years afterwards. Only now—more 
than 20 years later—the government 
is admitting that weapons testing in 
the 1950s probably resulted in cancer 
deaths or disease caused by radioac¬ 
tive exposure at the Nevada test 
site. 

There were a few objectors 
around then, but they were dismissed 
as “kooks” at the time by public and 
private officials involved in nuclear 
testing. But time has proved them to 
have been correct, and the gov¬ 
ernment is now facing nearly 1,000 
claims for damages amounting to 
more than $2 billion by residents of 
Arizona, Nevada and Utah. 

Another thing worries me about 
the people problem in nuclear plants, 
and that is deliberate sabotage by 
some disgruntled employee who has 
temporarily gone bonkers, which is 


not at all a rare matter. Security may 
be superb within the plant, so far as 
unauthorized outsiders are con¬ 
cerned—but what about the worker 
inside the plant? 

Who or what is to stop a disaf¬ 
fected technician from jamming the 
works and just walking away? Any¬ 
one with .some knowledge and access 
to the machinery can create untold 
mischief long before its conse¬ 
quences can be controlled. The sor¬ 
cerer’s apprentice is more than a 
fairy tale. 

The risks in nuclear power are 
qualitatively different from the risks 
in other kinds of production, which 
are immediate, evident and quickly 
terminated. A building under con¬ 
struction collapses and kills some 
workers, but the collapse will hurt 
none five years from now. Radioac¬ 
tivity is more like a subtle and insidi¬ 
ous disease, striking long after the 
incident itself. Given this. I’ll take the 
kooks over the nukes.

Now Safeway under threat 


Cmadin Pms 

B.C. Cellulose Co. Is ap¬ 
plying for an experimental 
limber sale licence to feed 
the timber-starved Ocean 
Falls Corp. and officials 
say logging could begin as 
early as spring or summer 
next year. 

The decision was 
reached Wednesday foi- 
lowing a meeting between 
B.C. Cellulose chairman 
Ray Williston and mem¬ 
bers of the forests, labor 
pnd economic development 
ministries. 

' Williston said in an inter¬ 
view a number of smaller 
logging sites must be pre¬ 
pared and “we won't be 
rolling logs out until maybe 
next spring or summer,” 

.! An experimental sawmill 
and chipping facility 
planned for Ocean Falls 
Will mean a major revolu- 
tiofi in coast timber utiliza¬ 
tion, he said. 

; As the experiment 
proves wood currently con¬ 
sidered uneconomic has 
commercial value, Willis- 
.ton said, it could affect an¬ 
nual allowable cut calcula¬ 
tions for ail coastal 
ftompanies. 

It will mean the B.C. 
coast has a lot more com¬ 
mercial wood available 
than on inventory. That 
could mean forest com¬ 
panies being allowed to in¬ 
crease harvesting rates. 

About 410 employees pro¬ 
duced pulp and paper at 
'Ocean Falls, about 500 kilo¬ 
metres north of Vancou¬ 
ver, until a government de¬ 
cision in March to close the 
plant. The mill was losing 
money because of aged 
equipment, high energy 
costs and wood supply 
problems. 

The government derided 
to go ahead with an experi¬ 
mental sawmill which will 
produce wood timbers and 
chips, mostly from low- 
duality stands in the mid¬ 
coast region containing 
about 40-per-cent cedar. 

If the experiment is .suc¬ 
cessful, a 600-ton-a-day 
pulp mill will be built, using 
mostly cedar chips, 

Williston said the timber 
sale licence application 
calls for the crown-owned 
Ocean Falls Corp. to har¬ 
vest timber for a six-year 
period, with annual cutting 
volumes reaching about 
230.000 cunits (100 cubic 
feet per cunit) in the third 
year.

DESERTED BY HIS PARTY, 
OHIRA ‘THE BULL’ DIED 
OF A ‘BROKEN HEART’ 

Defeated Japanese PM 
succumbs before vote

TOKYO (UP!) — Prime Minister Ma¬ 
sayoshi Ohira of Japan, a staunch ally of 
the United States who renewed relations 
with China but was deserted by his own 
party in the last crucial vote of his career, 
died of a heart attack Wednesday. He 
was 70. 

The stocky, gray-haired Ohira, known 
by many Japanese as “the bull” for his 
tenacity as a negotiator, died Wednesday 
in a Tokyo hospital where he was ad¬ 
mitted May 31. 

Ohira initially was admitted to the hos¬ 


pital for “exhaustion" and it was several 
days until the nation learned of his heart 
ailment, angina pectoris. 

Ohira was the first Japanese head of 
government to die in office since the Sec¬ 
ond World War and also the only post-war 
Japane.se leader to lose a vote of confi¬ 
dence in the lower house of the Japanese 
parliament, known as the Diet. 

The humiliating defeat on a non-confi¬ 
dence vote, caused by the wholesale 
desertion of Ohira by his foes within the 
ruling Liberal Democratic Party, forced 
him to call a special election for June 22. 

“The doctors will put it in medical 


terms, but Ohira died from a broken heart 
after his non-confidence defeat” in par¬ 
liament May 16, a political analyst said. 

The government announced that 
Ohira's cabinet secretary and spokes¬ 
man, Masayoshi Ito, will act as tem¬ 
porary prime minister of Japan accord¬ 
ing to law until the ruling Liberal 
Democratic Party elects a new chair¬ 
man. 

“Mr. Ohira’s condition worsened sud¬ 
denly at around 5:25 a.m. Despite the 
doctor’s efforts, Mr. Ohira left this world 
at 5:54 a.m,” Ito said. 

Ohira's wife and members of his fam¬ 


ily were at the bedside when he died, said 
Ito, a long-time friend of the prime minis¬ 
ter. 

In Washington, President Carter said, 
“Prime Minister Ohira’s death was a loss 
for us as well as Japan.” 

Asked by reporters at a congressional 
reception on the White House South Lawn 
if he would attend the funeral. Carter 
replied: “I don’t think so.” 

Carter said Ohira “was a fine states¬ 
man and a good leader for his own country 
and an inspiration for us all.

QUEBEC (UPC) — The Quebec government may lay 
criminal charges as a result of findings of the Malouf 
commission into the $1 billion Olympic games deficit. 
Premier Rene Levesque said Wednesday. 

“The justice and revenue ministries are working on it 
now, they are studying the evidence,” Levesque said 
during question period at the National Assembly. The 
34-month long inquiry into the Olympic deficit headed by 
Quebec .Superior Court Justice Albert Malouf stated there 
was a possibility of collusion and bribes during the 
building of the 1976 Montreal Olympic complex. 

The Malouf report, released last week, laid most of 
the responsibility for the $1.3 billion cost of the games on 
Montreal Mayor Jean Drapeau but noted that “certain 
persons holding public office and involved in the Olympic 
dossier have demonstrated a degree of misconduct in the 
accomplishment of their mandate.” 

Levesque noted also the report’s finding that evidence 
concerning the possibility of collusion, influence peddling 
and fraudulant or irregular practices would be difficult to 
obtain “becau.se there were few witnesses because of 
death or disappearance, or because of fear ol reprisals, 
personal interest or an absence of social conscience,”

“We have to wait and see 
what increases, if any, will 
affect Canada,” he said.

The B.C. Government Employees’ Union has 
otficially requested a meeting with Premier Ben¬ 
nett next week, a development that could decide 


whether the province is 
bigger than the current 
round of pension protest 
rallies and half-day 
work stoppages. 

The BCGEU, mainstay in 
the public sector union pro¬ 
test. delivered a letter to 
Bennett’s office personally 
Wednesday asking for a 
meeting sometime next 
week after Monday's wind¬ 
up rally in Victoria. 

“What happens there will 
determine where we go 
from here,” BCGEU assis¬ 
tant director Bob Moore 
told the ColontsL 

Moore has been in Vic¬ 
toria this week oversee¬ 
ing the plans (or Monday’s 
big show, one the union ex¬ 
pects will see 4,000 mem¬ 
bers on the lawns outside 
the Legislative Buildings. 
It forecasts that 10,000 
members will opt to take 
the afternoon off and for¬ 
feit several hours’ pay. 

There was a hint Tuesday 
that labor may be prepared 
to call a one-day strike 
similar to the 1976 national 
day of protest over wage 
and price controls, but 
some unionists seem cool to 
the idea at this point. 

Moore said the BCGEU 
would make no decision 
on future action before 
holding a summit confer¬ 
ence of its own. And that 
wouldn’t come until after it 
had talked with Bennett, or 
until its request for such 
a meeting was rejected.

Jetfoil 
loses 
to log 

A collision between the 
jetfoil Flying Princess and 
a floating log interrupted 
service on the Victoria- 
Seattle ferry run Wednes¬ 
day afternoon. 

B.C. .Steamship spokes¬ 
man David Price said the 
collision severed a shear- 
pin on the jetfoil, forcing it 
to arrive in Seattle 40 
minutes late. The jetfoil is 
designed so that the pin will 
break if it hits any object 
too heavy for the foils. The 
shearpin was to be re¬ 
placed overnight, and the 
vessel was expected to be 
back in service this morn¬ 
ing. 

Several passengers wait¬ 
ing for the 4 p.m. departure 
from Seattle, who had to 
get back to Victoria Wed¬ 
nesday evening, were 
flown back to Victoria by 
charter aircraft.

Bee calm 

Honey of a killer 
losing its punch 

BRASILIA (AP) — A British scientist working 
in Brazil has a honey of a report for a world hum¬ 
ming with bad news and ready (or the worst. The 
Brazilian killer bees are losing their punch. 

Prof. Anthony Raw, a bee specialist at the Uni¬ 
versity of Brasilia, says there is little danger posed 
by the angry, deadly b^s that have spread through¬ 
out Brazil for more than 20 years. 

The insect is an aggressive variety of honey bee 
from Africa that has bwn breeding with the honey 
bees of South America. The result is an Africanized 
bee, a short-tempered insect prone to swarming. 

The hee produces more honey than its European 
cousin, introduced in the Western Hemisphere 200 
years ago and responsible for most commercial 
honey. 

Raw, who has been studying bees and honey 
production eight years, says he never has encoun¬ 
tered problems with Africanized varieties. 

“They’re known for being a bad-tempered bee,” 
says Raw. who has collected more than 300 species 
of bees in central Brazil. “In Africa, every¬ 
body knows that you just don’t get too close to these 
bees. And I don’t think anybody should be calling 
them killer bees; they should be called African¬ 
ized bees.” 

The source of the bee trouble goes bark to 1956, 
when a Brazilian entomologist imported some of the 
African bees. His aim w^as to bn^ a new variety, 
less aggressive than the African bees but to main

New Hebrides clashes flare 


TANNA, New Hebrides (UPI) — 
French and British police rushed to 
New Hebrides Wednesday to crush a 
rebellion by “cargo cultists”—anti¬ 
white natives awaiting the return of 
goods-bearing Second World War 
GIs. 

One person was killed in the upris¬ 
ing on the island of Tanna, the second 
in the South Pacific colony due for 
independence July 30 and the first 
with casualties. 

Two British police units from the 
capital of Port Vila 100 miles to the 
north arrived during the night to 
take control of the lush island after 
1,000 of the cultists stormed the local 
police station and the district com¬ 
missioner’s office. A 50-man group of 
French gendarmes from the French- 
controlled New Caledonia hurried to 
Port Vila. 


In London. Foreign Secretary Lord 
Carrington said a company of British 
marines would be sent to Port Vila to 
help “preserve law and order and the 
territorial integrity of the New He¬ 
brides.” 

The tribesmen—who build crude 
wooden models of war cargo planes 
in the belief it will encourage the 
return of goods-laden American sol¬ 
diers—clashed in the streets with 
members of the English-speaking 
Vanuaaku Party led by Father 
Walter Lini. He is prime minister- 
elect of the French-British adminis¬ 
tered archipelago. 

Alexis Youlou, 32. a deputy for the 
French-speaking minority in the par¬ 
liament, was killed hy gunfire and 
machetes, officials said. 

A New Hebrides spokesman said 


the Tanna uprising was inspired by 
but not part of the May 28 revolt on 
Espiritu Santo, the largest and rich¬ 
est island in the chain, 210 miles north 
of Port Vila. 

Plantation owner Jimmy Stevens, 
backed by some 200 followers, took 
over Espiritu Santo to make the is¬ 
land independent of the New He¬ 
brides chain. 

Stevens said last week he would 
participate in a conference with 
French and British officials in Paris, 
but would not give up Espiritu Santo. 

The "cargo cultists” follow the 
teachings of a Melanesian who went 
by the name John Frum. He ap¬ 
peared on Tanna in 1940 and disap¬ 
peared after saying Americans would 
free them from white rule, bring all 
the material goods they wanted and 
immortality.

American teams were 
sent to investigate the 
problem.

“An impossible task,” 
says Raw, who advocates 
k^impler education mea¬ 
sures, like careful breeding 
and advising beekeepers 
about how to handle the 
bees. Besides, Raw says he

They 
are—24 generations latei^ 
milder bees, less nasty 
than their ancestors. 

Officials in Brazil say 
beekeepers are learning to 
live with them. Recom¬ 
mendations for their use in 
pollination and honey pro¬ 
duction include advisories 
to keep hives away from 
houses and livestock and to 
tell civilians that individual 
bee stings are fatal only in 
rare cases of allergy.

VANCOUVER (UPC) — 
Sport fishing for salmon in 
the Fraser River and adja¬ 
cent waters will be closed 
for the first spring ever 
beginning midnight Fri¬ 
day, a fisheries depart¬ 
ment official said Wednes¬ 
day. 

Area manager Fred 
Fraser said the closure, a 
unique conservation move, 
wasnecessary to protect 
the Chinook run, which had 
only half the numbers ex¬ 
pected. 

The move, made two 
weeks after a commercial 
closure in the area, was 
aimed at allowing enough 
fish to escape to spawning 
grounds and preserve the 
stock, Fraser said. 

The closure is in effect in 
Georgia Strait from Point 
Grey south to the American 
border as well as in all 
waters of the Fraser, al¬ 
though Jack Springs— 
males 12 and 20 inches 
long—may be taken in tbe 
Fraser above the Oak. 
Street Bridge in Vancou¬ 
ver. 

“Different streams in 
B.C. have been closed be¬ 
fore, but this is the first 
time a massive area like 
this has been closed (in the 
spring),’’ another fisheries 
official said. 

Both the department and 
U.S. fishermen have been 
blamed for this year’s dis¬ 
mal Chinook run. 

Bill Otway, head of the 
B.C. Wildlife Federation, 
said tbe department should 
have imposed restrictions 
years ago. 

“Fisherjes has mis¬ 
judged the stocks badly," 
Otway said. “We have been 
asking for restrictions for 
the last 25 years.”

Japan was held in Tokyo a 
year ago and it was the 
highlight of Ohira’s politi¬ 
cal career. 

He had worked hard and 
made extensive prepara¬ 
tions for what became 
known as the “energy sum¬ 
mit,” during which the 
heads of government 
agreed on quotas for im¬ 
ported oil and attempts to 
reduce their dependence on 
imported petroleum. 

Former Prime Minister 
Kakuei Tanaka, a staunch 
ally of Ohira throughout 
their political careers, 
went to the hospital after 
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the prime minister’s death 
to offer condolences. 

Ohira, a man once de¬ 
scribed as having “the face 
of a contented canteloupe,” 
often referred to himself as 
a “cow” and politicians 
like Tanaka as “thorough¬ 
breds.” 

The main impression he 
gave was one of modesty— 
though he sometimes exag¬ 
gerated the image to politi- 
cal advantage—and a 
recognition of political 
limitations. His activities 
were marked by caution. 

“I have always been cau¬ 
tious on everything I han¬ 
dle—whether the problem 
is big or small,” he once 
said. “There is never one 
problem for which caution 
is unnecessary. This is a 
truism as lasting as saying 
when the sun rises, it will 
be another day.” 

Ohira was a strong advo¬ 
cate of close ties with the 
United States. His first trip 
abroad after becoming 
prime minister was to 
Washington and Carter 
made a state visit to Japan 
last year before the sum¬ 
mit. 

While serving as foreign 
minister in Tanaka’s cabi¬ 
net, Ohira pushed for the 
recognition of China and 
was a leader in paving the 


way for the establishment 
of links between Peking 
and Tokyo. 

Only days before Ohira 
went into hospital, China’s 
Premier Hua Guo-feng vi¬ 


sited Japan on a major 
state visit, the first Chinese 
head of government to 
come to Tokyo in 2,000 
years of relations between 
tbe two Asian powers.

TOKYO (UPI) — Japan will be represented at the 
June 22-23 Venice summit meeting by three cabinet 
ministers instead one single staniLin for late Prime 
Minster Masayoshi Ohira, a senior foreign ministry 
official said Thursday. 

Matsue Takashima, an assistant foreign minister, 
said that Foreign Minister Saburo Okita, Finance Minis¬ 
ter Noboru Takeshita and International Trade and Indus¬ 
try Minister Yoshitake Sasaki will represent Japan in the 
absence of the head of government. 

Chief Cabinet Secretary Masayoshi Ito, who was 
nqmed acting prime minister following Ohira’s death, will 
remain at home to oversee the government pending tte 
general election scheduled for June 22, Takashima said. 

At the United Nations, Secretary-(>neral Kurt Wald¬ 
heim paid tribute Wednesday night to Ohira, praising his 
strong support of the United Nations. 

In a statement on Ofaira’s death, Waldheim said he 
would be deeply mourned not only in bis own country but 
also by the international community. 

“As foreign minister Mr. Ohira addressed the UN 
General Assembly on a number of occasions and he will 
long be remembered for his abiding commitment to the 
ideals of the UN and his strong support for tbe work of the 
world organization,” Waldheim said. 

He said he had sent his condolences "on this sad 
occasion” to tbe government and people of Japan and the 
prime minister’s family.

Disaster predicted 


DUNCAN — “The eruption of Mt. St. 
Helens and consequent disaster May 18 
were predicted many years ago by our 
native people," says Cowichan Indian 
Band elder KIwood Modeste. 

Modeste also believes that the current 
spell of bad weather “the worst in his 
lifetime" for this lime of the year, Is a 
direct result of the volcano's eruption. 

Modeste told the Colonist in an inter¬ 
view that “in the early days, native 
Indians living in that area warned white 
settlers not to come around the lake 
(Spirit Lake) or settle close to the moun¬ 
tain. 

“They warned the settlers to keep 
away. 

“They told them if yon hang around the 


area you are going to disturb the moun¬ 
tain, and it will be too late." 

Modeste said the Indian people “in 
common with animals, have a sense 
about such things." 

“We warned them, but of course, the 
educated white man wouldn’t take any no¬ 
tice of us ignorant Indians.” 

Referring to the bad weather which this 
part of the Pacific Northwest is currently 
undergoing, Modeste said; “Some of our 
older people say the volcano has a lot to do 
with it, a^ I believe them. 

“We've never experienced this type of 
cloud cover before, for so long at this time 
of the year, and we've never had to wear 
coats at this time either.”

It was for this reason that 
Battle Road properly 
owner Rettun .Sail origi¬ 
nally applied for the rezon¬ 
ing, in an attempt to turn 
his eight lots into 10. 

However, a show of 
hands in the audience dis¬ 
closed that the only person 
in favorof the rezoning was 
.Sail's representative Glen 
Carey. 

Area residents expressed

than haphazardly rezoning 
various lots at individual 
requests. 

Then came the question 
of how big is big. 

Carey pointed out that 
Ladysmith’s R-1 lots at 7.- 
200 square feet are large by 
Nanaimo and Parksville 
standards where R-1 lots 
are 6,500 square feet and 
6,200 square feet, respec¬ 
tively. 

Aid. (Hiuck Irving main¬ 
tained that a 60-foot front¬ 
age was enough for any¬ 
one's home and all that 
anyone would want to take 
careof. 

Aid. Irving noted that no 
homes in Ladysmith are 
more than SO feet wide, 
which would leave five feet 
on either side of a 60-foot 
frontage. 

But for some Davis Road 
area residents with 70-foot 
and 80-faot frontages, that 
wasn't enough, and they 
continued to voice concern 
about possible depreciation 
of the neighborhood if the 
rezoning was approved. 

Carey spoke for the qual¬ 
ity of his client's proposed 
subdivision. 

“I’m hearing a lot of con¬ 
cern about a reduction in 
quality,” Carey told coun¬ 
cil and the audience.

NANAIMO— A coal port 
in Boat Harbor would pose 
serious .social and environ¬ 
mental threats, Nanaimo 
Region Board is told. 

The board, which heard 
in April from Mayo Hold¬ 
ings Ltd. about a proposed 
coal mine and port for Boat 
Harbor, this week heard 
from Ctxiar area residents 
opposing the project. 

Chairman of the steering 
committee, Brian Smith, 
described the group as "a 
serious, stable group of 
citizens,’’ 

Among those elected to 
the steering committee are 
a businessman, accoun¬ 
tant. medical doctor, law 
yer and marine biologist. 

The group's brief pre- 
.sented to the board outlined 
(he reasons Cedar resi¬ 
dents are almost unani¬ 
mously against the port. 

He urged the regional 
directors not to allow any 
rezoning of the Mayo Boat 
Harbor property that 
would permit the port. 

Mayo has made no for¬ 
mal application to the 
board for rezoning but is 
waiting while test drilling 
is being done in the area of 
the proposed mine. 

Smith said the .steering 
committee believes the re¬ 
gion should apply the phi¬ 
losophy in (he Gabriola Is¬ 
land community plan In 
the Cedar-Yellow Point 
area. 

That philosophy recog 
nizes the unique ecosystem 
of the (Xjlf Islands area and 
encourages the cooserva 
lion of agricultural land. 


spaces and parks, trees and 
natural vegetation on both 
public and private prop¬ 
erty. 

Smith said that the an¬ 
nouncement of Mayo's 
plans for the Boat Har^r 
port has dune more than 
just create a negative 
grnundswell to a single un¬ 
desirable industry. 

“It created a new and 
serious awareness of the 
need for a careful analysis 
and long-term plan for an 
area unique in North 
America, if not in the world 
—indeed and integral part 
of the Gulf Islands chain.” 

The region has started 
work on a settlement plan 
for the Cedar area, and the 
Boat Harbor steering com¬ 
mittee has suggested what 
types of development it 
would find acceptable in 


the Cedar-Yellow Point 
area. 

“We do not selfishly ad¬ 
vocate a total denial of eco¬ 
nomic or any other real 
growth in the area," the 
brief said. 

“We propose instead 
planned growth in endeav¬ 
ors such as agriculture, low 
density residential, low 
density tourism, and-re¬ 
creational facilities, parks, 
public access, launching 
ramps and marinas, and 
service-oriented commer¬ 
cial activities catering to 
residents and visitors 
alike.” 

Smith told the regional 
board that the size of the 
proposed coal port at Boat 
Harbor makes the opera¬ 
tion that was located there 
until 1930 “miniscule" in 
comparison. 

A consultant's report for 
Mayo outlines a project 


that will have rail and 
truck off-loading and re¬ 
claim facilities to accom¬ 
modate annual volumes up 
to three million tons once 
land storage would be set 
aside for 150,000 tons. 

The ships using the port 
would range from 40,000 to 
100,000 deadweight tons, to 
a 53-foot draft. 

For example, Smith said, 
a typical 100,000-ton ship is 
nearly 900 feet long and 135 
feet in beam. 

The shipping route used 
by the ships would be the 
full length of the inland 
waters of the Gulf Islands 
chain. 

The port would be cap¬ 
able of loading 4,000 tons 
per hour and conveyer 
system would extend about 
half a mile into Stuart 
Channel. 

The steering committee 
said there are a number of 


.social and environmental 
concerns. 

The committee is con 
cemed about the rail and 
truck transport to the pro¬ 
posed port; lighting and 
noise disturbances; the im¬ 
pact upon recreation boat 
ing and tourism and csth- 
tic, natural beauty and 
natural history. 

Environmental concerns 
include the fear that the 
coal dust from the port will 
be a problem, or that liq¬ 
uids used to control the dust 
might be pollutants. 

The committee also ques¬ 
tioned the impact of dust, 
spills, accidents or marine 
disasters upon the marine 
foreshore south of Dodd 
Narrows, the flshlife and 
wildlife such as sea lions, 
seals, killer whales, birds 
and animals. 

“We note that bottom life 
is returning to the site of 
the original coal port at 
Boat Harbor only after a 
period of 50 years." Smith 
said. 

Other environmental 
concerns are water supply, 
leaching and drainage 
from storage piles and 
waste, disposal of slag and 
potential pollution of (he 
Holden Lake system. 

Smith pointed out that 250 
people turned out to the 
meeting to form the steer¬ 
ing committee and that 
some MO had signed a peti 
tion opposing (he coal port

Gretzky enjoys baseball 
and, during the hockey off¬ 
season, plays for Brantford

Ontario, where he is bat¬ 
ting .300. 

The American League 
Blue Jays have offered 
Gretzky a tryout and, if the 
19-year-ol(^ Brantford na¬ 
tive shows major-league 
potential, a contract offer 
could follow. 

The problem is Gretzky 
al.so is the mainstay of Ed¬ 
monton Oilers of the Na¬ 
tional Hockey League. He 
scored 137 points last sea¬ 
son — his first in the NHL 
— to finish in a tie with 
Marcel Dionne of Los An¬ 
geles Kings as the league’s 
top scorer. 

Last week, Gretzky was 
awarded the Hart Trophy 
as the league's most valu¬ 
able player and the Lady 
Byng Trophy as the player 
judged to have best com¬ 
bined gentlemanly conduct 
with playing ability. 

However, Bob Prentice, 
the Blue Jays' director of 
Canadian scouting, be¬ 
lieves the hockey star also 
can be a baseball star. 

"It's a .serious offer on 
our part," Prentice said 
Wedne.sday. "Pve .seen him 
play in the last couple of 
years and he has some tal¬ 
ent. 


"He has another com¬ 
mitment this weekend hpt 
said he would try to work it 
out," Prentice said. 

Gretzky said he has not 
made a final decision on 
whether he would accept 
the Blue Jays’ offer.

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Defeated Japanese PM 
succumbs before vote 


Ohira in hospital this week

TOKYO (UPI) — Prime Minister Ma¬ 
sayoshi Ohira of Japan, a staunch aiiy of 
the United States who renewed relations 
with China but was deserted by his own 
party in the last crucial vote of his career, 
died of a heart attack Wednesday. He 
was 70. 

The stocky, grey-haired Ohira, known 
by many Japanese as "the bull" for his 
tenacity as a negotiator, died Wednesday 
in a Tokyo hospital where he was ad¬ 
mitted May 31. 

Ohira initially was admitted to the hos¬ 


pital for “exhaustion” and it was several 
days until the nation learned of his heart 
ailment, angina peetoris. 

Ohira was the first Japanese head of 
government to die in office sinee the Sec¬ 
ond World War and also the only post-war 
Japanese leader to lose a vote of confi¬ 
dence in the lower house of the Japanese 
parliament, known as the Diet. 

The humiliating defeat on a non-confi¬ 
dence vote, caused by the wholesale 
desertion of Ohira by his foes within the 
ruling Liberal Democratic Party, forced 
him to call a special election for June 22. 

“The doctors will put it in medical 


terms, but Ohira died from a broken heart 
after his non-confidence defeat” in par¬ 
liament May 16. a political analyst said. 

The government announced that 
Ohira’s cabinet secretary and spokes¬ 
man, Masayoshi Ito, will act as tem¬ 
porary prime minister of Japan accord¬ 
ing to law until the ruling Liberal 
Democratic Party elects a new chair¬ 
man. 

“Mr. Ohira's condition worsened sud¬ 
denly at around S:2S a.m. Despite the 
doctor's efforts, Mr. Ohira left this world 
at 5:54 a.m,” Ito said. 

Ohira’s wife and members of his fam¬ 


ily were at the bedside when he died, said 
Ito, a long-time friend of the prime minis¬ 
ter. 

In Washington, President Carter said, 
“Prime Minister Ohira’s death was a loss 
for us as well as Japan.” 

Asked by reporters at a congressional 
reception on the White House South Lawn 
if he would attend the funeral. Carter 
replied: “I don’t think so.” 

Carter said Ohira “was a fine states¬ 
man and a good leader for his own country 
and an inspiration for us all.

Charges hint 
over Olympics 

QUEBEC (UPC) — The Quebec government may lay 
criminal charges as a result of findings of the Malouf 
commission into the $1 billion Olympic games deficit. 
Premier Rene Levesque said Wednesday. 

“The justice and revenue ministries are working on it 
now, they are studying the evidence,” Levesque said 
during question period at the National A$.sembly. The 
34-munth long inquiry into the Olympic deficit headed by 
Quebec Superior Court Justice Albert Malouf stated there 
was a possibility of collusion and bribes during the 
building of the 1976 Montreal Olympic complex. 

The Malouf report, released last week, laid most of 
the responsibility for the $1.3 billion cost of the games on 
Montreal Mayor Jean Drapeau but noted that “certain 
persons holding public office and involved in the Olympic 
dossier have demonstrated a degree of misconduct in the 
accomplishment of their mandate.” 

Levesque noted also the report’s finding that evidence 
concerning the possibility of collusion, influence peddling 
and frauduiant or irregular practices would be difficult to 
obtain “because there were few witnesses because of 
death or disappearance, or because of fear of reprisals, 
personal interest or an absence of social conscience.”

Bee calm 

Honey of a killer 
losing its punch 

BRASILIA (AP) — A British scientist working 
in Brazil has a honey of a report for a world hum¬ 
ming with bad news and ready for the worst. The 
Brazilian killer bees are losing their punch. 

Prof. Anthony Raw, a bee specialist at the Uni¬ 
versity of Brasilia, says there is little danger posed 
hy the angry, deadly bees that have spread through¬ 
out Brazil tor more than 20 years. 

The in.sect is an aggre,ssive variety of honey bee 
from Africa that has bren breeding with the honey 
bees of South America. The result is an Africanized 
bee, a short-tempered insect prone to swarming. 

The bee produces more honey than its European 
cousin, introduced in the Western Hemisphere 200 
years ago and responsible for most commercial 
honey. 

Raw, who has been studying bees and honey 
production eight years, says he never has encoun¬ 
tered problems with Africanized varieties. 

“'They’re known for being a bad-tempered bee,” 
says Raw, who has collected more than 300 species 
of bees in central Brazil. “In Africa, every¬ 
body knows that you just don’t get too close to the^ 
bees And I don't think anybody should be calling 
them killer bees; they stiMld be called African¬ 
ized bees.” 

The source of the bee trouble goes back to 1956, 
when a Brazilian enlomologisl imported some of the 
Afrir an bees His aim was to breed a new variety, 
less aggressive than the African bees but to main

TANNA, New Hebrides (UPI) — 
French and British police rushed to 
New Hebrides Wednesday to crush a 
rebellion by “cargo cultists”—anti¬ 
white natives awaiting the return of 
goods-bearing Second World War 
GIs. 

One person was killed in the upris¬ 
ing on the island of Tanna, the second 
in the South Pacific colony due for 
independence July 30 and the first 
with casualties. 

'Two British police units from the 
capital of Port Vila 100 miles to the 
north arrived during the night to 
take control of the lush island after 
1,000 of the cultists stormed the local 
police station and the district com¬ 
missioner’s office. A 50-man group of 
French gendarmes from the French- 
controlled New Caledonia hurried to 
Port Vila. 


In London. Foreign Secretary Lord 
Carrington said a company of British 
marines would be sent to Port Vila to 
help “preserve law and order and the 
territorial integrity of the New He¬ 
brides.” 

The tribesmen—who build crude 
wooden models of war cargo planes 
in the belief it will encourage the 
return of goods-laden American sol¬ 
diers—clashed in the streets with 
members of the English-speaking 
Vanuaaku Party led by Father 
Walter Lini. He is prime minister- 
elect of the French-British adminis¬ 
tered archipelago. 

Alexis Youlou, 32, a deputy for the 
French-speaking minority in the par¬ 
liament, was killed by gunfire and 
machetes, officials said. 

A New Hebrides spokesman said 


the Tanna uprising was inspired by 
but not part of the May 28 revolt on 
Espiritu Santo, the largest and rich¬ 
est island in the chain, 210 miles north 
of Port Vila. 

Plantation owner Jimmy Stevens, 
backed by some 200 followers, took 
over Espiritu Santo to make the is¬ 
land independent of the New He¬ 
brides chain. 

Stevens said last week he would 
participate in a conference with 
French and British officials In t’aris, 
but would not give up Espiritu Santo. 

The “cargo cultists” follow the 
teachings of a Melanesian who went 
by the name John Frum. He ap¬ 
peared on Tanna in 1940 and disap¬ 
peared after saying Americans would 
free them from white rule, bring all 
the material goods they wanted and 
immortality.

Saanich police board seeks cabinet help 


Work stoppage prompts 


essential service’ move

Job action by Saanich police has 
sent the municipality’s police board 
scurrying to the provincial cabinet 
for help. 

Unable to head off a one-hour work 
stoppage Wednesday or cope with 
refusal of police to man the com¬ 
munications system, the board sent a 
written request to Provincial Secre¬ 
tary Evan Wolfe calling on the cabi¬ 
net to impose terms under the Essen¬ 
tial Services Disputes Act. 

The objective is to have the cabinet 
put the dispute in the hands of the 
Labor Relations Board with an order 
that work be carried out in normal 
fashion until the dispute is resolved. 

MAYOR MEL COUVELIER, who 
signed the application in his role as 


police board chairman, has made the 
argument that the police are obligat¬ 
ed to relieve regular communications 
personnel, who are members of the 
Canadian Union of Public Em¬ 
ployees. He has also described action 
like Wednesday’s study session as a 
threat to the safety of the entire 
community. 

BUT THE SAANICH Police As.so^ 
elation, frustrated over failure to 
have grievances dealt with, says 
there is a good chance of further job 
action, barring intervention by the 
Labor Relations Board. 

"That can’t be ruled out,” associa¬ 
tion president Sgt. Phil Jamieson said 
Wednesday night. 

“In no way did we want to jeopar¬ 
dize the community, but we could 


think of no other way of getting our 
point across.” 

The association says the LRB ruled 
last fall that the communications 
system was not within the scope of 
police duty. 

The police pre-wamed the board of 
their plans for Wednesday. 

THE REJECTION of communica¬ 
tions duty had an immediate effect 
when the CUPE member scheduled 
for the 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. shift was 
unable to report for work following 
hospital treatment. Officers refused 
to handle the usual police radio and 
computer equipment operated by the 
regular man. but did operate an al¬ 
ternative radio system from their 
desks until 3 p.m. when they with¬ 
drew that service as well. 


That meant the communications 
system had to be operated by deputy 
police chief Rick Avison and In¬ 
spector Charles Trueit until the regu¬ 
lar evening shift operator reported 
for duty at 7 p.m. 

POLICE SAID they would offer 
relief service on emergency calls 
only and that patrolling officers 
would have to use the phone to contact 
the station on routine calls. 

The study session began at 10 a.m. 
and continued in spite of an effort by 
Police Chief Robert Peterson to halt 
it. 

At 10:15 a.m. the chief, with his 
deputy and two members of the police 
board looking on, ordered two staff 
sergeants to tell the association mem¬ 


bers to return to work. The mes¬ 
saged was conveyed, but the study 
session continued. 

COUVEUER’S expression of con¬ 
cern for the safety of Saanich citizens 
was answered by the police associa¬ 
tion. which said it was prepared to 
handle any emergencies. 

Jamieson said it was interesting to 
note the police board took no stand 
when the LRB ruled that the offi¬ 
cers were not responsible for operat¬ 
ing the communications system. 

"And now they take the position 
that it’s part of our job to relieve the 
communicators,” he said. 

He added the current situation had 
nothing to do with the breakdown in 
mediation talks between the Greater 
Victoria Labor Relations Associa¬ 


tion. Saanich, Victoria, Esquimau * 
and Oak Bay police. 

The two chief concerns were the 
communications question and what 
Jamie.son said was the “unilateral" 
ban three weeks ago on taking accu¬ 
mulative leave on Friday and Satur- 

The police had entered grievances, 
but Jamieson said "they (board) 
didn’t meet with us as required." 

UNDER THE AGREEMENT, the 
board had until June 1 to settle the 
two grievances, Jamieson said. He 
said the police chief sent the associa¬ 
tion a letter of apology J une 6 and that 
another letter from the board dated 
June 10 disclosed that a meeting had 
been.setupfor June 16. . 

"Under the contract there should I 

be an honest effort to settle dis¬ 
putes," Jamieson said.

CFRE TV needs 10,000 
memberships at $5 apiece 
to demonstrate the need for 
a local non-commercial 
television station.

Programming will be 
nothing like what is seen on 
regular "pap" television— 
the CFRE group is aiming, 
with government support, 
for local programming to 
get up to to per cent of total 
hours, including solid news 
coverage, childrens’ pro¬ 
grams that explore beyond 
the fringe, and many B.C. 
and Canadian programs 
that are not widely seen 
right now. 

In addition, there are 
plans to draw on unseen 
Canadian provincial. RBL’. 
Australian Broadcasting 
Corp . I'BK and other pro 
grams that would other¬ 
wise be left to languish In 
their home count riM 

It s peubaMe that the sla 


tion will broadcast several 
hours of educational televi¬ 
sion that may lead to hun¬ 
dreds or thousands of peo¬ 
ple gaining university 
degrees. 

But, according to John 
Elliot, treasurer of CFRE. 
the most important thing 
immediately is to salvage 
the CBC office downtown. 

Up for public tender, it 
may go for $2 million to a 
corporate bidder, or some¬ 


what less to a government- 
supported group. 

"Without a solid indica¬ 
tion of public support— 
meaning memberships— 
the concept may fail,” he 
said. 

Since the idea of CFRE 
leasing the premises has 
been favorably viewed by 
city and provincial govern¬ 
ments, CFRE, with its de¬ 
tailed programming provi¬ 
sions, has high hopes of 
becoming accepted.

Record roll drop cuts 
30 flll-ln teachers 


Tenured teachers have 
e.scaped the axe for now, 
but about 30 others on tem¬ 
porary contracts have been 
let go by the Greater Vic¬ 
toria school district. 

Glenn Wall, personnel 
superintendent for the dis¬ 
trict, said the record 850- 
student drop in secondary 
enrolment predicted for 
next fall is the main reason 
behind the smaller teach¬ 
ing force. 

The district will have 
about 40 fewer teachers on 
staff next September than 
it does this month, and ear¬ 
lier this spring prepared 
seniority lists and en¬ 
couraged secondary teach¬ 
ers to retrain to teach in 
elementary grades, where 
enrolment is stable. 

The district had just 
enough retirements, resig¬ 
nations, and leaves of ab¬ 
sence among its teaching 
force this year to reduce 
the tenured teaching force 
by attrition. Wall said. But 
he express^ regret that 
the 30 temporary teachers 
would have to be cut. 

Wall said the reductions 
will be made without plac¬ 
ing any teachers in areas 
for which they are not 
qualified. Because elemen¬ 
tary enrolment is stable, 
the diatrict has even done 
some hiring for elementary 
teachers, and some new 
secondary teachers have 
been Wred bi areas requir¬ 
ing special skills, suck as 
special education, when 
other teachers were not 
available an staff to fill the 
vacancies. Wall said 


The decision not to lay off 
any tenured teachers does 
not mean the problem is 
over, he warned. In Sep¬ 
tember of 1981 secondary 
enrolment is expected to 
drop by more than 700 stu¬ 
dents which, at current 


pupil-teacher ratios, would 
require the release of about 
another 40 teachers. 

“It will be perhaps more 
difficult next year because 
we will have a smaller staff 
to work with.”
